ow public is private? 

Beginning later this year, 
people who test HIV-positive 
in California may find out they’re also 
part of an exercise in public health 
policy. 

At issue: how secure your identity 
is once the mandatory reporting of 
new HIV cases takes effect. 

Fresh regulations currently under 
review would ratchet up personal 
data collection by the state to help get 
a better handle on the HIV/AIDS epi¬ 
demic. The rules would require all 
new HIV diagnoses to be reported to 
local health agencies, which then 
would report them to the Office of 
AIDS in the state Department of 
Health Services. 

Top state health officials see the re¬ 
porting as necessary to accurately an¬ 
alyze trends in seroprevalence and 
overall epidemiology, to focus pro¬ 
gram efforts, and to keep federal 
funding. 

But critics say that the protections 
promised by the rules are flawed in 
their attempts to guarantee privacy of 
individuals and ripe for misuse or 
abuse. 

The state will hold a hearing on 
the proposed rules at 10 a.m. this 
Wednesday, May 16, at 714 P Street, 
Sacramento. Public comments may 
be made; the overall 45-day comment 
period will end May 21 at 5 p.m. 

No names are good names? 

The new system would use a com¬ 
plex no-names code called a unique 
identifier. It encodes pieces of people’s 
surname, keeping the last letter of the 
surname, and includes birth date and 
part of their Social Security number. 

“We are developing a system that 
should be invisible to clients com¬ 
pletely, so they can go in and get 
counseling and referrals, if needed,” 
Vanessa Baird, deputy chief of the 
state Office of AIDS, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “It affects only confidential 
testing sites, not anonymous pnes. We 
very much support anonymous test¬ 
ing as an important option.” 

Mandatory HIV case reporting 
would bring California in line with 
the vast majority of states. 

As written, the new rules require 
health providers from HMOs to local 
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D r. Gene Gowdey has spent the last 
few weeks firing his staff and pack¬ 
ing up supplies. Community Dental 
Care, which has operated out of the 
Castro and Mission for the past three years 
and provided free dental work to people with 
HIV/AIDS as performed by top-rate dentists, 
will effectively have to close its doors at the 
end of this month. 

There is going to be “hell to pay,” said 
Gowdey in response to the recent decision by 
the San Francisco Department of Public 
Health’s AIDS Office to discontinue Ryan 
White CARE funding to Community Dental, 
a nonprofit grassroots organization founded 
and funded as an alternative to dental 
schools. 

In'Community Dental’s place, the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco’s School of 
Dentistry has been awarded the CARE fund¬ 
ing specific to decentralized dental services, 
so people with AIDS will still be able to re¬ 
ceive free care. But the work will be done by 
dental students, a factor that Community 
Dental doctors and patients alike say is a dis¬ 
advantage and contradicts the very definition 
of decentralized services. And, according to 
Gowdey, the DPH decision to award the

funds to UCSF over Community Dental oc¬ 
curred because of the cozy relationship be¬ 
tween the college and the department, a rela¬ 
tionship that resulted in ignoring HIV Plan¬ 
ning Council recommendations and cheat¬ 


ing PWAs out of the best available services. 

Not so, according to the technical review 
report issued by the DPH decision-making 
panel charged with selecting the recipient of 
CARE funds. The report cited many weak¬ 
nesses with Community Dental, including 
the fact that the agency’s proposal for re¬ 
newed funding “does not address the Ten¬ 
derloin and shows no experience there,” and 
that the demographic data shows “a large 
number of Caucasian males being served rel¬ 
ative to the total number of clients served.” 
Although listed strengths of Community 
Dental included the notation that the agency 
has been providing services for a number of 
years and that it has good outreach strategies, 
additional weaknesses of the proposal in¬ 
cluded, “There is no discussion of HIV dis¬ 
crimination in barriers to care or socioeco¬ 
nomic barriers;” “It is unclear ... why more 
patients are served in the Castro site versus 
the Mission site [and] why the full-time em¬ 
ployees are.lower [fewer] at the Mission site.” 
Additiojually, there were no strengths listed 
for Community Dental’s fiscal management. 
In summary, the report seemed to take issue 
with the high cost of Community Dental’s 
program as well as what on paper appeared 
to be a service that favors white Castro men.

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Hispanic parents take lead in 
teaching kids tolerance, survey finds

C ountering conventional wisdom that 
Latino culture nurtures homophobia, 
Hispanic parents top other ethnic 
groups on tolerance and acceptance of gays 
and lesbians, a new survey of 1,000 parents 
reveals. 

Commissioned by the Horizons Founda¬ 
tion, the study found a “counterintuitive” de¬ 
gree of openness on both qualities in a group 
usually stereotyped as highly conservative 
and often homophobic, said Peter Teague, the 
foundation’s executive director. 

The foundation funds efforts on behalf of 
LGBT issues and seeks to change homopho¬ 
bic attitudes. “We’re aggressive on cultural 
change,” said Teague. 

One question asked whether increased 
tolerance and acceptance of gays and lesbians 
was good or bad. Results by race (other eth¬ 
nicities were included but samples were 
small): All parents, 41 percent good to 23 per¬ 
cent bad (+18 percent net good); whites, 42 
to 23 percent (+19 percent net good); African 
Americans, 36 to 26 percent (+10 percent net 
good); and Hispanics, 41 to 14 percent (+27 
percent net good). 

The Hispanic data were part of a broader 
survey on parental attitudes, using both tech¬ 
niques and focus groups. Celinda Lake, pres¬ 
ident of Lake Snell Perry and Associates, pre¬ 
sented her firm’s findings for the foundation 
at the San Francisco Public Library on Mon¬ 
day, May 7. 


“We were pleasantly surprised,” said 
Teague, “that nearly two-thirds of parents un¬ 
derstood the need to talk with their children 
about homosexuality and said they would be 
willing to do so. 

“The down side is that two-thirds say they 
would wait for their child to raise the issue. 
The parents may hold the key to acceptance 
and may not be using it.” 

The issues raised come amid media re¬ 
ports of frequent, if not daily slurs against

queer youth and increased attention from 
news outlets that some of the young alleged 
killers involved in school shootings have been 
bombarded by classmates with terms such as 
“gay” or “faggot.” 

“Parents are concerned with high levels of 
harassment, and how LGBT kids suffer a whole 
range of impacts,” Teague told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “There’s depression, homelessness, HIV, 
suicide, and more. Our concern is focusing on

I f you’ve been to San Francisco 
over Pride weekend for the last 
five years, you’ve likely seen 
the giant pink triangle that graced 
Twin Peaks. And it will be back 
this year, organizers said, and will 
be even larger than before. 

Patrick Carney, Tom Tremblay, 
and Michael Brown of Friends of 
the Pink Triangle, are gearing up 
now for next month’s display and 
invite interested community 
members to participate in a paint¬ 
ing party this Sunday, May 13, 
from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m., to prepare 
the giant tarps for installation. 

The pink triangle was once 
used by die Nazis in concentration 
camps to identify gay men and 
lesbian prisoners.

The 
Friends of the Pink Triangle is a 
group of friends who wish to 
bring the message of the pink tri¬ 
angle to the world. 

“The pink triangle display is 
not only a reminder of what the 
Nazis did, but its display is also in¬ 
tended to initiate discourse con¬ 
cerning hate crimes,” Carney ex¬ 
plained. “We want to prevent oth¬ 
ers from experiencing the results 
of hatred that Matthew Shepard, 
Allen Schindler, Brandon Teena, 
and countless others have been 
subjected to. If we can help pre¬ 
vent additional crimes like the 
ones committed against them, we 
will have been successful in our at¬ 
tempt to inform the public.” 


Next month, organizers will host 
a christening ceremony on Satur¬ 
day, June 23, on top of Twin Peaks. 

In the meantime, if you’re 
handy with a paint roller - and 
even if you’re not - organizers

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Men abused as boys 
more likely to engage 
in risky sex, study says

A new study by the University 
of California, San Francisco 
shows that gay and bisexu¬ 
al men who were sexually abused 
as children are more likely to en¬ 
gage in unsafe sex and conse¬ 
quently more likely to be infected 
with HIV. 

The 27-page report, published 
in the April issue of Child Abuse 
& Neglect, found that nearly one 
quarter (24 percent) of gay and 
bisexual men who were sexually 
abused as children were HIV-pos¬ 
itive, compared with 14 percent 
for those who weren’t. Re¬ 
searchers noted that one out of 
five men who have sex with men 
(MSM) experienced sexual abuse 
- a rate that is more than double 
estimates for the general male 
population. 

Researchers found that the 
men who had been victimized as 
children had higher rates of “sex 
under the influence of drugs and 
alcohol,” “one-night stands,” and 
“intimate partner violence.” 

“These findings clearly indicate 
that there is a need to consider 
childhood sexual abuse in devel¬ 
oping and delivering HIV preven¬ 
tion interventions,” said lead au¬ 


thor Jay Paul, Ph.D., a specialist in 
the ^division of medicine of 
UCSF’s Center for AIDS Preven¬ 
tion Studies. “Messages that em¬ 
phasize the avoidance of ‘sex 
under the influence’ may not be 
effective for those men whose use 
of substances may be a form of 
coping with the disturbing after¬ 
math of early sexual traumatiza¬ 
tion. Work can be done to identi¬ 
fy prevention strategies that con¬ 
sider the after-effects of childhood 
sexual abuse. 

“In addition, given the extent 
to which this is a problem among 
MSM, community services should 
be reviewed to ensure that appro¬ 
priate referrals are offered at 
points where these men may con¬ 
tact mental health, substance 
abuse, social services, and medical 
services. The multiple health-re¬ 
lated negative consequences of 
childhood sexual abuse emphasize 
the need to give this issue appro¬ 
priate attention,” added Paul. 

Paul told the Bay Area Reporter 
that there are a number of reasons 
why people who were sexually 
abused as children tend to engage 
in more risky sexual practices. 

“Some of the key ways people 
deal with abuse is to numb the 
pain and to escape some of the 
distress by disassociation,” Paul 


said. “In that state, people might 
not be fully aware of that sexual 
encounter, and in some ways give 
up some of their capacities to con¬ 
trol what’s going on. 

“Some people are dealing with 
a general sense of powerlessness. 
In some ways they continue to be 
in relationships where they are less 
empowered. If they get connected 
to partners that are in some ways 
users, like the people that initially 
may have abused them, then obvi¬ 
ously a situation is set up there for 
somebody to take advantage of 
them, and they may feel like they 
don’t deserve any better.” 

Paul added that gay or bisexu¬ 
al boys could inadvertently put 
themselves into more jeopardy to 
be abused by seeking affirmation 
by adults. The study found that 
20.6 percent of MSM were victims 
of sexual abuse. Other studies 
have estimated that 5-10 percent 
of the general male population 
has been sekually abused as chil¬ 
dren. 

The study analyzed data col¬ 
lected in the Urban Men’s Health 
Study, a telephone sample of 2,881 
MSMs in San Francisco, New 
York, Chicago, and Los Angeles. 
The interviews were conducted 
between November 1996 and Feb¬ 
ruary 1998. V

SBA offers training for HIV+ entrepreneurs

T he Small Business Adminis¬ 
tration and the Positive Re¬ 
source Center have an¬ 
nounced a “How to Start Your 
Own Small Business” seminar for 
people who have been out of the 
workforce due to HIV-related dis¬ 
ability and who are now interested 
in returning to work. The work¬ 
shop will take place this Tuesday, 
May 15, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. in 
SBA’s Entrepreneur Center, 455 
Market Street, in San Francisco. 

“The whole world of people 
living with HIV is changing so 
powerfully now, we thought it was 
important to provide the option 
of business ownership to people 
whose situation has evolved to 


allow them to go back to work¬ 
ing,” said Gary Marshall, econom¬ 
ic development specialist for SBA. 

The daylong class will provide 
information on marketing, man¬ 
agement assistance, basics of book¬ 
keeping, financing, and resources 
for small businesses. The seminar 
also will include a discussion fo¬ 
cusing on the effects of business 
ownership on disability benefits. 

“Running your own small 
business certainly is a lot of work, 
but it can also provide the kind of 
flexibility and control important 
to people with complicated med¬ 
ical regimens and fluctuating lev¬ 
els of energy,” Marshall added. 

“We’re working with many peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS whose 
goals for employment are self-em¬ 
ployment,” said Mark Misrok, em¬ 


ployment services program coordi¬ 
nator for Positive Resource Center. 

“Positive Resource Center was 
already conducting workshops to 
let their clients consider if starting 
a small business was right for 
them,” Marshall said. “We wanted 
to expand on that idea to provide 
the basic framework of actually 
getting a company off the ground. 
And these don’t need to be the 
next Microsofts of the world. The 
lessons we’ll be talking about 
would apply to plenty of really 
small businesses, like dog-walking 
or pet sitting.” ▼

Speak out against breast cancer this Sat.

P here’s a plethora of pink rib- 
- bons at women’s events and 
; there are survivors included 
in the Pride Parade, but fighting 
breast cancer is long overdue in 
the LGBT community. If you’re 
really serious about standing up 
for your sisters, a good start would 
be attending the town meeting 
hosted by Breast Cancer Action 
this Saturday, May 12. 

The event coincides with the 
first day of the 2001 meeting of 
the American Society of Clinical 
Oncology, the largest annual sci¬ 
entific meeting that focuses on 
cancer, which will be held in San 
Francisco this year. BCA chal¬ 
lenges those who are tempted to 
attend the research event to put 
their energy to actually fighting 
the disease - by standing up 


against environmental toxins and 
demanding policy changes when 
it comes to existing research. 
ASCO, although considered by 
many to be an important voice, 
focuses on biotech and pharma¬ 
ceutical developments and rarely 
acknowledges environmental 
links to the disease. 

BCA’s town meeting, entitled, 
“No More Silent Spring: Speaking 
Out About Breast Cancer and the 
Environment,” will take place 
from 1-5 p.m. at the Unitarian 
Universalist Center, 1187 Franklin 
Street, in San Francisco. The 
theme - like many BCA events - 
will be direct action with no ab¬ 
sence of rage, for as author and bi¬ 
ologist Sandra Steingraber said, 
“It’s impossible to live safely in a 
toxic world. We can’t make indi¬ 
vidual lifestyle changes and pro¬ 
tect ourselves.” 

Steingraber will be the keynote 


speaker at the event, which also 
features workshops on legislation, 
media, and community outreach. 
Faith Fancher, a news reporter on 
leave from KTVU Channel 2, will 
lead a workshop on the media and 
environmental health. 

The town meeting is $10 per 
person, plus a $2 service fee, but 
no one will be turned away for 
lack of funds. Proceeds benefit 
BCA’s efforts to stop cancer where 
it starts and end the epidemic. 
One in eight women will develop 
breast cancer during her lifetime, 
with an estimated 180,000 new 
cases diagnosed in the United 
States each year. Breast cancer is 
the second leading cause of death 
among women.

The Newest Hot Spot 
in the Castro

I t’s 93 degrees out, and 
William Hollabaugh is walk¬ 
ing along the sunny side of 
the street in full leather. 

He shrugs off a question 
about this choice of clothing 
when San Francisco is melting: 
“How come you’re not in 
leather?” 

He’s carrying his motorcycle 
helmet and a box, and not even 
sweating ... he has more impor¬ 
tant things on his mind. 

Like May, proclaimed by Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis as Older Amer¬ 
icans Month. The theme is “The 
Many Faces of Aging,” designed 
to promote inclusivity for se¬ 
niors. 

Hollabaugh is president of the 
advisory council to San Francis¬ 
co’s Commission on the Aging. 

Overall, the council provides 
many services through about 45 
community agencies in San 
Francisco. A short list includes 
congregate meals at various sites, 
home meals, social service refer¬ 
rals, and case management. 

Hollabaugh is also an elected 
member of the California Senior 
Legislature, which advocates on 
behalf of seniors. 

Gay senior isolation 

His concerns are for all se¬ 
niors, but he is also focused on 
the special issues of gay seniors. 

“There are a lot of seniors 
who are older than me,” said 
Hollabaugh, who is 64. “They 
grew up when beingjaut or outed 
meant no job. So they learned 
early to hide their sexuality.” 

For numerous people of that 
generation, Hollabaugh said, 
“Many are still hiding, because 
they never learned that they 
could be out. 

“For a lot of them, their 
friends have died, and they don’t 
know how to re-enter society, 
how to find others. They don’t 
know it’s okay to be gay.” 

As he works to connect the 
labyrinths of city bureaucracy, 
commissions, service organiza¬ 
tions, nonprofits, Hollabaugh 
has run into occasional bouts of 
resistance to his personal leather- 
centricity that had nothing to do 
with the weather. 

These were not necessarily 
heterosexual expressions of ho¬ 
mophobic discomfort, either. 

No leather, 
ho attendance 

“Some gay men over 40 felt I 
shouldn’t wear my leather to for¬ 
mal meetings,” Hollabaugh bris¬ 
tled. “What they didn’t get was 
this is part of my personal self- 
expression. 

“So I ignored them and at¬ 
tended in full leather anyway.” 

But for others in the upper 
reaches of age, such openness 
may produce great anxiety. Not 
everyone mirrors “Radical 
Faerie” Harry Hay and his part¬ 
ner John Burnside, who are in 
their 80s and still fighting as ac¬ 
tivists. 

Hollabaugh has a few horror 
stories about some meal sites 
where older open gay people 
found that fellow attendees may 
have shared age, but weren’t will¬ 


ing to share a meal. 

“Some people won’t sit with 
them,” Hollabaugh said, “and 
some even walked out.” 

A more positive event oc¬ 
curred at Laguna Honda Hospi¬ 
tal, he added. “It turned out that 
some of the patients were living 
closeted. New Leaf hosted gay 
parties for people in the hospital, 
and they discovered it was okay 
to be gay. They felt a kinship, 
there were other to talk to.” 

Discovering people with sim¬ 
ilar sexualities made a huge dif¬ 
ference, Hollabaugh said. “The 
staff found that this sort of gath¬ 
ering and realization could re¬ 
lieve depression among older 
gays, even to the point where 
some were taken off their anti¬ 
depression meds. ▼

T he gay and lesbian community took it 
on the chin twice in a single day this 
week - the over-the-top New York Post 
told us that “gay parents” were responsible 
for a private elementary school’s decision 
not to recognize Mother’s Day and Father’s 
Day this year; and a researcher with close 
ties to the right wing released what 
in our opinion is a flawed study that ( 

showed we can turn heterosexual 
if we want to. 

Tuesday morning, the Post's 
front page screamed “SCHOOL 
KILLS MOTHER’S DAY - Gay par¬ 
ents force principal to ban cards.” What 
actually was a column by Andrea Peyser 
was passed off as a news story ^ 

by the front page cover head¬ 
line, which neglected to men¬ 
tion it was an opinion piece. It 
seems that administrators at the upscale 
Manhattan private Rodeph Sholom Day 
School sent home a note with students last 
week announcing that “after much thought 
and discussion” the school would not be cel¬ 
ebrating Mother’s Day or Father’s Day. The 
note explained that the school has “many 
different family makeups” and that the 
school needs to recognize the emotional 
well-being of all the children in the school. 
The letter went on to state that the holidays 
“served no educational purpose.” 

While we remember making cards in 
school for our mothers and fathers, that was 
decades ago and times have changed. So it 
wasn’t the idea of not celebrating the pseu¬ 
do-holidays that bothered us as much as the 
gay-baiting in which the Post engaged. In 
fact, it was never substantiated in the story 
that the policy was enacted because of com¬ 



plaints from gay parents; it 
contained rumor and anony¬ 
mous quotes from people 
identified as parents of the 
school who were upset about 
the change. 

“It’s what we’ve come to 
expect from the New York 
Post” Dan Wilson, with 
the New York City 
Lesbian and Gay 
Community Services Center, told us. 
“We view this story as an attempt to 
scapegoat gay parents.” 

Wilson went on to say that the col¬ 
umn “left out key details,” and 
agreed with school officials 
that a Hallmark card holiday 
such as Mother’s Day “really 
has no educational value.” 

“Schools are starting to look at some of 
these holidays and being more sensitive to 
alternative families and we applaud that,” he 
added, pointing out - as did officials at the 
school - that different types of families have 
long been part of society. There are kids 
raised by single parents - gay and straight - 
as well as kids who are raised by extended 
family members or others. 

Regarding the so-called study about gays 
and their ability to become straight through 
prayer, therapy, and mentoring relation¬ 
ships, gay activists quickly pounced on the 
affiliations of the study’s author, Dr. Robert 
L. Spitzer, who ironically led the 1973 task 
force responsible for removing homosexu¬ 
ality from the official list of mental disor¬ 
ders contained in the American Psychiatric 
Association’s diagnostic manual. 

Spitzer said his study was based on 45-

minute interviews with 
143 men and 57 women 
who had sought help to 
change their sexual orien¬ 
tation (read: “ex-gay” min¬ 
istries). He conceded that 
the subjects in his study 
were “unusually religious” 
and were not necessarily 
representative of most gays 
and lesbians in the U.S. 

“The so-called ‘study’ 
conducted by Robert Spitzer is snake oil 
packaged as science,” said Tim McFeeley, 
political director of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force. “Of the 200 people in¬ 
terviewed by Spitzer, 43 percent were re¬ 
ferred to him by ex-gay ministries. Another 
23 percent were referred to him by the anti¬ 
gay National Association for Research and 
Therapy of Homosexuality. To say the very 
least, the data was tainted and biased.” 

Buried in the story about Spitzer’s study 
- being released at the APA’s annual meeting 
in New Orleans - was the mention of an¬ 
other study by Drs. Ariel Shidlo and 
Michael Schroeder. They found that the vast 
majority of subjects in their project, who 
were recruited through the Internet and di¬ 
rect mailings to groups advocating repara¬ 
tive therapy, reported failure in their efforts 
to change through so-called conversion 
therapies. Neither study has been published 
or submitted to professional review. 

The best response to these two instances 
of scapegoating gays: read between the lines 
of the sensational Post column because we 
know families are changing, and don’t both¬ 
er to waste your time, emotional energy, or 
money on “reparative” therapy. T 
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Opting out is not an option

A coalition of conservative organiza¬ 
tions, both national and local, has 
launched a sustained attack on edu¬ 
cational equity in California. Dubbed the 
“California Student Exemption Project,” 
these groups are attempting to undermine 
legislation passed last year (AB1785, AB537, 
and AB1931) that is intended to promote 
diversity and combat bigotry in the state’s 
public schools. 

Specifically, this legislation calls for 
teaching fair and accurate information 
about sexual orientation and taking appro¬ 
priate steps to combat hate violence in 
school. Not surprisingly, homophobic 
groups have been opposed to this effort 
from the start. 

In a recent letter to her flock, the Eagle 
Forum’s Phyllis Schlafly complained that 
“AB1785 will promote the acceptance of ho¬ 
mosexuality and bisexuality by shaping the 
attitudes of school children and empower¬ 
ing gay organizations to go into the schools,” 
and that “AB1931 will fund subjective pro¬ 
grams that can easily be used by gay groups 
to teach children to approve of behavior that 
many parents consider objectionable.” 

Most recently, groups like the Eagle Forum 
have begun their statewide “opt-out” cam¬ 
paign - which would effectively pull students 
out of class any time homosexuality is men¬ 
tioned. At the heart of this new campaign is 
an all-purpose form, intended for use by dis¬ 
gruntled - and homophobic - parents. 

Addressed to the local “school board 
members, superintendent, principal, teach¬ 
ers and agents,” parents need only fill in the 
name of their school district on this gener¬ 
ic form. Widely distributed throughout the 
state, the opt-out form is also available on¬ 
line at various Web sites, including those of 
the Life Legal Defense Foundation and 
Capitol Resource. 

Other organizations touting the form are 
Campaign for California Families, Pro-fam¬ 
ily Law Center, the United States justice 
Foundation and the Pacific justice Institute. 

In the Bay Area, San Francisco Faith - a 
conservative Catholic newspaper - has been 
giving front page spreads to the opt-out ef¬ 
fort. The paper hails the campaign as a way 


for parents “to excuse their children from 
activities or curriculum that treats homo¬ 
sexuality as a normal human condition.” 

Citing several sections of the state’s edu¬ 
cation code, the new opt-out forms admon¬ 
ish local schools “not to teach, instruct, ad¬ 
vise, counsel, discuss, test, question, exam¬ 
ine, survey or in any way provide informa¬ 
tion, data or images to my child(ren) con¬ 
cerning: sex education, human sexuality, 
AIDS, HIV, gender identity, sexual orien¬ 
tation, sexual preference, homosexual¬ 
ity, lesbianism, bisexuality, transgen¬ 
der or transsexual issues, or any al¬ 
ternatives to monogamous hetero¬ 
sexual marriage, without my ex¬ 
press written permission on an in¬ 
cident-by-incident basis.” 

Covering everything from text¬ 
books to Internet pro¬ 
grams, the form further 
demands that this restric¬ 
tion be applied not only 
to teachers, but all school staff as well as 
guest speakers. 

The opt-out form relies on a part of the 
California Education Code (Section 51240) 
that currently states: “Whenever any part of 
the instruction in health, family life education, 
and sex education conflicts with the religious 
training and beliefs of the parent or guardian 
of any pupil, the pupil, on written request of 
the parent or guardian, shall be excused from 
the part of the training which conflicts with 
such religious training and beliefs.” 

Unfortunately, anti-gay groups have 
been successful at defining every and any 
reference to homosexuality as a matter of 
“sex education.” Simply citing the historic 
contributions of lesbian or gay citizens 
would, they argue, constitute a discussion of 
“human sexuality.” 

As used by homophobes, therefore, the 
opt-out provisions of California’s education 
code represent a serious loophole in state 
law. After all, parents whose religious beliefs 
told them that the Earth was flat would not 
be allowed to opt their children out of ge¬ 
ography class. 

Scott Lively, president of the Sacramen¬ 
to-based Pro-Family Law Center, believes 
the opt-out campaign will be successful 
across the state, curtailing efforts to teach 
anything about homosexuality. “When we 


have brought the education code up to 
school districts in the past, they have always 
complied,” Lively gloats. “The school boards 
are always concerned with compliance and 
they will even go overboard at times to com¬ 
ply with the law.” 

In fact, groups like Lively’s appear to be 
fishing for a lawsuit, and are simply waiting 
for a school to reject one of the opt-out 
forms. Brad Dacus, president of the Pacific 
Justice Institute, has specifically asked par¬ 
ents to notify his organization of any such 
rejections. 

Ironically (and horribly) the “California 
Student Exemption Project” 
wou ld excuse those students most 
in need of fair and accurate in¬ 
formation about homosexuality: 
the children of homophobes, 
who are being taught by 
their parents to hate what 
they do not understand, 
and - even more sad - the 
gay children of those same parents, who are 
being taught to hate themselves. 

Regardless of the lofty rhetoric of 
“parental rights” and “religious beliefs,” 
these children should not be left at risk. De¬ 
spite their parents’ ignorance, they - above 
all - have a right to know the truth. ▼ 


State and local school officials should be 
encouraged to actively resist the 
“California Student Exemption 
Project.” Along with state legislators, 
they should work to close the current 
opt-out provisions of the education code 
that have been used to promote 
homophobia.

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Barney Frank responds 

Dan Aiello’s report of the luncheon meeting that 
Congressman Bob Matsui and I attended [“Frank, 
Matsui voice post-election concerns in Sacramento,” 
April 19] is very accurate in its discussion of my view 
on the state of the two parties with regard to gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgendered issues. But some of 
what he attributes to me is either a misinterpretation 
or an assumption that I shared remarks by others 
which I do not in fact share. At no point did I say that 
I thought we were in danger of becoming the “per¬ 
manent minority party” because I do not believe that. 
I am encouraged by the reaction, already, to the in¬ 
creasing right wing tendencies of the Bush adminis¬ 
tration in several areas. 

Moreover, I not only did not mention Dick 
Gephardt or Tom Daschle by name in talking about 
different levels of party discipline, I intended no crit¬ 
icism of them whatsoever and I am sorry if I was un¬ 
clear. My point was that the Republican 
leadership is able to do a better job of keep¬ 
ing so-called moderate Republicans in 
line with generally right-wing policies not 
because of any particular skills or deter¬ 
mination by the leaders themselves, but be¬ 
cause of the disciplined voting by the 
very conservative people .in Republican 
primaries. The greater fire that exists in 
the Republican Party is not at the lead¬ 
ership level as compared to the Democrats, but in the 
fellowship. 

My point is that the Republican moderates con¬ 
tinually cave in to the right wing because they fear 
being defeated in the primaries. Even in the North¬ 
east and California, moderate Republicans fear losing 
renomination to right wingers if they break from the 
party discipline. Similar fears do not affect Democ¬ 
rats in the South and Mountain states, not because 
they are given a pass by Democratic leaders, but be¬ 
cause the Democratic electorates in those states are 
not as monolithically liberal as the Republican elec¬ 
torates are monolithically conservative in virtually all 
of the country. I do not recall using the actual words 
that Mr. Aiello puts in quotes with regard to the im¬ 
position of discipline, but in any case, my point is that 
the greater discipline that exists in the Republican 
Party is the result of Republican primary voting pat¬ 
terns, and is, whether one likes it or not, not some¬ 
thing that can be solved from Washington. 

So Mr. Aiello is largely accurate in describing my 
views of the state of the parties, but gives an inaccu¬ 
rate impression of my assessment of the Democratic 
congressional leadership.

I received lacerations around my left eye which re¬ 
quired 10-plus stitches in several places, not to men¬ 
tion my continuing fear of officers of the law. 

Eisenberg was the attorney representing Cairns 
during the farce of a Police Commission hearing re¬ 
garding the Gestapo-like sweep of the Castro. Besides 
the fact that I and the rest of the crowd around me 
saw his badge number, Eisenberg was able to obfus¬ 
cate the truth and persuaded the commission that I 
and the rest of the many witnesses and victims were 
mistaken. I would hope that anyone who remembers 
the sweep would remember counselor Eisenberg and 
his client. And now that Eisenberg is running for city 
attorney, I feel it is my duty to remind the GLBT com¬ 
munity exactly who this candidate is and his role in 
the aftermath of October 6. Surely he should be held 
accountable for his part in the demonizing (once 
again) of our community some 12 years ago. He may 
have persuaded the commission that I was confused 
and mistaken with regard to who it was that hit me. 
However, my memory of his scathing cross-examina¬ 
tion of me, and others, during the commission hear¬ 
ing is still with me today. Neil Eisenberg does not rep¬ 
resent the GLBT community and should not receive 
its support in the next election.

Moreover, we believe 
that prejudice against the Jewish community is no less 
worthy of denunciation than that against the LGBT 
community. When we fail to challenge prejudice im¬ 
mediately, we welcome community members to chal¬ 
lenge us on our failure. It is only in this way that we 

can learn from our mistakes and hopefully model 
appropriate behavior for others.

Condoms: Strong, easy to live with 

I must wholeheartedly support all efforts to limit 
or at least counterbalance “upbeat” HIV drug adver¬ 
tisements. We must not ignore the fact that HIV drug 
companies have zero incentive to reduce HIV trans¬ 
mission and seroconversion. I might venture to say 
that they actually have a very real profit incentive to 
increase the size of their target markets. Just as ciga¬ 
rette companies have been quoted as saying cartoon 
characters in advertisements (such as Joe Camel) were 
not intended to incite young people into smoking, are 
we to believe that the glamorous HIV drug campaign 
does not contribute to increased seroconversion? 

While HIV-positive individuals must not be stig¬ 
matized, we still need to emphasize the undesirabili¬ 
ty, risk, and cost of seroconversion itself. We also need 
public HIV-negative heroes which promote the ben¬ 
efits of safe practices over expensive drugs. 

Economically, the situation is difficult. The HIV 
transmission prevention community does not have 
the organization or budget of the HIV drug compa¬ 
nies, nor the resources from “tobacco settlements.” 
Still, we must use what resources we have to counter 
the messages - perhaps “warning” boxes in the origi¬ 
nal ads, and the publication of “mock ads” per 
Mitcho’s idea [Mailstrom, May 3]. Something along 
the lines of “I’m negative!” or, with reference to the 
four-page Abbott Kaletra ad in May 3 B.A.R., 
“Strength Against HIV ...” how about a condom in 
that muscular arm, rather than that ambiguous yel¬ 
low rose? Condoms, while not 100 percent effective, 
are “strong, but easy to live with,” and only need to be 
taken once or twice a day.

Bush has already pushed his faith-based so¬ 
cial service ideas (think Catholic Church trying to ' 
provide general government services without pro¬ 
moting or strengthening its anti-gay agenda) with a 
Capitol Hill conference featuring anti-gay Lou Shel¬ 
don and other far-right anti-gay religious leaders. 

Bush has already ended the traditional role of 
American Bar Association as an impartial pre-screen- 
er for judicial appointments, and is very cozy with the 
more private Federalist Society which is largely re¬ 
sponsible for the current 5-4 Supreme Court. That 
court routinely denies us and our allies civil and equal 
rights. And one of Bush’s first policy steps in office 
was an attack on those allies and those of us who care

about women’s reproductive freedom, re-instating the 
gag rule against international population planning or¬ 
ganizations which present abortion information as 
one alternative. Similarly our allies in the civil rights 
community fought hard against confirming this same 
attorney general who opposed historic African Amer¬ 
ican judicial appointments. 

Even though, with the exception of the gag rule, 
most of my first 100 days Bush complaints concern 
process and appointment and not overtly policy, they 
are each dangerous steps backward. Clearly Bush 
knows that the process (for example in considering 
federal judges) or the appointees (like Ashcroft) con¬ 
trol future policy direction. For political appointees, 
this harm may be limited to four years if we all work 
hard. Federal judges, however, have lifetime appoint¬ 
ments and the ability to determine the wide range of 
legal challenges for LGBT rights which will be brought 
in the next 40 to 50 years - our lifetimes. Repeat that 
thought if you need motivation. 

Journalists and op-ed writers in the straight press 
have most recently described Bush the senior as a 
president who campaigned conservative and then en¬ 
raged conservatives by governing moderately, and his 
son as just the opposite. Just as in the campaign, Bush 
the junior is fronting for quiet dangerous allies like 
Republican congressional leaders Tom DeLay and 
Trent Lott. They are 100 percent satisfied with Bush’s 
first 100 days. That alone should bring great fear to 
the Log Cabin Republicans, the HRC, and to all of us. 

Those same straight journalists and writers attack 
the Democratic Party’s complacency and lack of mes¬ 
sage in the first 100 days. Those of us in the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender movement should even 
more vigorously refuse to tolerate complacency and 
lack of fight in ourselves and from our leadership in¬ 
stitutions.

I’m inclined to agree with Officer Jane Warner that 
the pay toilet at Market and Castro should be re¬ 
moved [“Suspected OD in Castro pay toilet prompts 
calls for its closure,” May 3], 

James “Alex” Ramaley’s death is an example of how 
well-intended things such as fully enclosed sidewalk 
restroom stalls can escalate a drug addict’s helpless¬ 
ness. The fact that drug addicts aren’t respected should 
not be used to minimize that tragedy. However, the 
impact which is within most people’s frames of refer¬ 
ence affects the Castro and Market area in general. 

I spend some of my free time in the Castro, partly 
because it is a place where I like to think I am safe 
from the crass treatment which women receive from 
some men in other parts of the city. However, I have 
had minor harassment problems with people who loi¬ 
ter near the toilet. It has the potential for making peo¬ 
ple feel unsafe in the neighborhood, and maybe we 
should be questioning how safe we really are. 

I no longer use that toilet myself, even if the coast 
looks clear. I gave up after meeting someone near the 
doorway as I was leaving. That person was obnoxious 
rather than threatening, but it was a reminder of what 
could happen if I’m not careful. 

There may be a valid argument in favor of keep¬ 
ing the toilet, and a public debate should be held be¬ 
fore any decision is made. However, the article sug¬ 
gests that Officer Warner’s concerns about the toilet 
are being ignored. It doesn’t encourage public opti¬ 
mism when something this serious is neglected, but 
maybe that’s what we have to expect.

Mae West remembered

A friend of mine toured with West in her produc¬ 
tion of Catherine Was Great. “She was nothing like the 
public perception of her,” my friend, Mary, said. “She 
didn’t drink, smoke, go to clubs or use any kind of off¬ 
color language. She was a shrewd businesswoman, but 
was entirely ladylike in her personal behavior. She was 
devoted to her mother and was, in fact, rather religious.” 

Dirty Blonde commits some odd sins of omission. 
Jim Tulley, the fight promoter, whom many believe 
was the love of her life, isn’t even mentioned in the 
text. The female impersonator Ray Bourbon, a life¬ 
long confidant and whom I saw with her in Diamond 
Lil, also gets no notice. 

Further, in her Las Vegas act with the musclemen, 
she didn’t stumble and totter about the stage as Shear 
does in her play. Charles Higham, the celebrity biog¬ 
rapher now turned playwright (and whose play on 
Marlene Dietrich has just opened off-Broadway) was 
a frequent guest at Mae West’s soirees. “She was never 
like Shear portrays her,” Higham told me. “Even in her 
old age she never stood or sat in that stooped-over 
fashion.”

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City attorney race 
draws interest

C ity Attorney Louise 
Renne’s announcement 
that she would not run for 
re-election this November - after 
having served in the job for 15 
years - has suddenly turned what 
promised to be a lackluster city 
election into a spirited guessing 
game of numerous lawyers who 
have quickly expressed interest in 
taking the city’s top legal post. 

Renne, appointed to the position 
in 1986 by then-Mayor Dianne Fe- 
instein, has not yet endorsed a can¬ 
didate to succeed her but rumors 
were rampant this week that she 
was trying to interest someone - 
anyone, apparently - from within 
her office to enter the race. 

Meanwhile, phones have been 
ringing since Renne’s surprise an¬ 
nouncement, and as this goes to 
press, those reportedly high on the 
list of possible candidates are: 
James Lazarus, a former deputy 
city attorney, currently the 
statewide director for U.S. 
Senator Feinstein; Police 
Commissioner Dennis 
Herrera (who is also a 
former deputy city attor¬ 
ney); slow-growth attor¬ 
ney Steve Williams; 
former Supervisor 
Annemarie 
Conroy; attor¬ 
ney Neil 
Eisenberg; 
and current 
Deputy City Attorneys Jonathan 
Holtzman, Lori Giorgi, and Den¬ 
nis Aftergut. 

Of the above-mentioned possi¬ 
ble candidates, Conroy carries the 
disadvantage of being a prominent 
Republican in a city that doesn’t 
elect Republicans (she also failed to 
get re-elected to her supervisor po¬ 
sition); Eisenberg lost to Renne in 
1993, though he won 37 percent of 
the vote; Lazarus lost a citywide 
race for supervisor a few years back 
despite spending a ton of money; 
Holtzman reportedly has trouble 
with organized labor; Williams has 
the endorsement of several liberal 
supervisors, but is generally un¬ 
known and some question 
whether he can raise the money to 
wage a credible campaign; Aftergut 
is popular, well-known, and highly 
qualified, but is said to be not all 
that interested in the race; Giorgi is 
a bright deputy city attorney but 
also generally unknown politically; 
and Herrera is a popular, well-liked 
attorney with a lot of political con¬ 
tacts and few, if any, political ene¬ 
mies who is considered by some to 
be well-positioned if he gets into 
the race quickly. 

Some of these possible candi¬ 
dates will almost surely fall by the 
political wayside long before the 
early August filing deadline, howev¬ 
er, and those who actually do enter 
have until late August to remove 
their names from the November 
ballot if they wish. If no candidate 
receives a majority of votes in the 
November 6 election, there will be a 
runoff election between the top two 
vote-getters on December 11. 

The only other office up for 
election in November is city trea¬ 
surer - incumbent Susan Leal 
will be a candidate for another 
term - and rumors swirled in City 
Hall this week that former mayoral 
candidate Clint Reilly was con¬ 
sidering entering the race against 
her. Reilly did not return phone 
calls from the Bay Area Reporter. 


The November 6 election also will 
determine a number of ballot and 
bond measures, including a mea¬ 
sure that would create a municipal 
utility district for the city.

Supervisor Mark Leno hasn’t 
even formally entered the race for 
the 13th Assembly District but he 
has already picked up endorse¬ 
ments from women like Repre¬ 
sentative Nancy 
Pelosi; Supervisor So¬ 
phie Maxwell; former 
Supervisor Sue Bier- 
man; Kate Kendell, 
the executive direc¬ 
tor of San Francisco- 
based National Center 
for Lesbian 

Rights; and 
Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez, 
the former city 
health director who is now execu¬ 
tive director of the San Francisco 
Foundation. 

Meanwhile, former Supervisor 
Mabel Teng is letting her friends 
and supporters know that she is in 
it all the way and will fight Super¬ 
visor Leland Yee for the Demo 
nomination in the race for 12th 
District Assembly seat next 
March. 

Orange County Congressman 
Christopher Cox (R), reportedly 
soon to be named by George W. 
Bush to a seat on the 9th District 
U.S. Court of Appeals, might live 
to regret those reported “old, fat, 
and lazy” comments he allegedly 
once made about Dianne Fein¬ 
stein when he was considering a 
run against her. Cox’s expected 
nomination must now get home- 
state Senator Feinstein’s approval 
as well as get past a Senate that is 
split 50-50. 

From the “things-we-didn’t- 
need-to-know” department: The 
two young assistant district attor¬ 
neys, Kimberly Guilfoyle and 
James Hammer, chosen by Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan 
to prosecute the infamous dog 
mauling case, giving interviews to 
the San Francisco Chronicle, have 
Guilfoyle telling us that her “men¬ 
tor,” socialite Ann Getty “has 
tremendous insight and comes up 
with all kinds of great ideas in the 
dog case” for her. Meanwhile, 
Hammer, a gay Jesuit, says he 
wants to make it clear that “I never 
want the impression that I hold 
myself out as a saint.” Well, okay. 

Speaking of which, back in 
Washington, D.C., Attorney Gen¬ 
eral John Ashcroft reportedly 
holds daily prayer sessions in his 
office where he suggests that 
staffers make correspondence 
more pious. Newsweek magazine 
recently obtained an inner-office 
memo, signed by Ashcroft, that of¬ 
fers aides seven “stylistic prefer¬ 
ences” for letters bearing Ashcroft’s 


name. “Do not use the phrasing, 
‘no higher calling than public ser¬ 
vice,’ and avoid using the word 
‘proud,’” God being a higher call¬ 
ing and pride being a sin, accord¬ 
ing to the Christian right A.G. 

Also from Washington comes 
whispers that former New Jersey 
Governor Christie Whitman, the 
pro-choice, pro-gay, moderate di¬ 
rector of the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency, for whom the 
White House has twice recently 
had to retract comments, might 
just very well be on the Bush/GOP 
“endangered list” soon. 

Politicians of both parties are 
playing the usual political tricks 
with redistricting. Armed with the 
latest census counts, politicos in 
control of state legislatures are not 
being subtle while screwing each 
other. In Virginia, the majority 
state Republican legislators are 
tossing 13 of their Democratic col¬ 
leagues into new state districts 
where they’ll have to run against 
each other. In Indiana, which is los¬ 
ing a U.S. House seat, the Democ- 
ratic-controlled state Legislature 
moved quickly to ensure that two 
Republican incumbents got 
thrown together in one of the 
newly-designed House seats, while, 
of course, making sure Democrat¬ 
ic incumbents were protected. 

In other national politics, 
Georgia Republicans last week 
elected the notoriously anti-gay 
former Christian Coalition head 
Ralph Reed as the new state party 
chair; Read immediately pro¬ 
claimed that his conservative 
ideals “will make history and take 
our citizens to a higher and better 
place.” (Suppose Reed has been 
talking with John Ashcroft?) New 
Jersey Democrats were breathing a 
lot easier this week after learning 
that multimillionaire Steve 
Forbes has ruled out running 
against incumbent U.S. Senator 
Robert Torricelli this year. And, 
rumors persist out of Florida that 
Governor Jeb Bush, reportedly 
experiencing “family troubles,” is 
seriously considering not running 
for re-election next year. Florida’s 
highly popular former Represen¬ 
tative Pete Peterson (Clinton’s 
ambassador to Vietnam) will be 
the Democratic nominee for gov¬ 
ernor in Florida next year and 
even if Bush does run, political an¬ 
alysts in both parties say that Flori¬ 
da joins the list of other major 
states like New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, and Michigan, with cur¬ 
rent Republican governors who 
are all expected to face strong De¬ 
mocratic challengers in 2002. 

Former California Treasurer 
Matt Fong was recently nomi¬ 
nated by the Bush administration 
to become the new undersecretary 
of the Department of the Army; 
watch Senator Barbara Boxer 
when this one comes up for Sen¬ 
ate confirmation. 

Finally, my “quote of the week” 
comes from New Mexico Gover¬ 
nor Gary Johnson (R), during his 
recent speech at the annual con¬ 
ference of the National Organiza¬ 
tion for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws, in Washington, D. C.: “The 
war on drugs is a miserable failure 
- most users of marijuana are re¬ 
sponsible users. They’re not doing 
any harm to anybody; having 
smoked it and given it up, I would 
ask you not to smoke pot, but 
should it be a criminal offense? 
No! Let’s stop arresting responsi¬ 
ble marijuana smokers.”

ost schools teach that de¬ 
mocratic government 
began in ancient Greece, 
but they fail to mention that, for 
the Greeks themselves, democra¬ 
cy was symbolized in the image of 
two male lovers. Their names were 
Harmodios and Aristogeiton, and 
for centuries they were honored as 
the founders of equality under the 
law. But their actions seem to have 
been intended primarily to pro¬ 
tect their relationship, not to cre¬ 
ate a new form of government. 

Before the mid-sixth century 
B.C.E., the city-state of Athens 
had been ruled by a coalition of 
prominent families. But in 546, a 
tyrant usurped power and estab¬ 
lished a dictatorship. He was suc¬ 
ceeded in 528 by his eldesjt son, 
Hippias. His second son, Hippar- 
chos, apparently shared power, 
serving as a kind of minister of 
culture and overseeing the artistic 
and athletic festivals that were a 
hallmark of Athenian life. At some 


point, Hipparchos became enam¬ 
ored of a young man named Har¬ 
modios. 

The historian Thucydides, 
writing a century later, describes 
the situation as follows: “Har¬ 
modios was then a most beautiful 
young man in the flower of his 
youth, and was loved and pos¬ 
sessed by Aristogeiton, a citizen 
who belonged to the middle class. 
Harmodios was approached, 
though without success, by Hip¬ 
parchos.” Although Harmodios 
rejected Hipparchos’ advances, 
Aristogeiton, “being in love as he 
was, was greatly upset.” 

Male couples were accepted as 
a natural part of society in ancient 
Greece, though, unlike gay cou¬ 
ples in America, a marked age dif¬ 
ference was expected in the rela¬ 
tionship, with the passive partner 
being an adolescent boy or youth. 
As Thucydides describes him, 
Harmodios was most likely be¬ 
tween 18 and 20; Aristogeiton 
would have been older, probably 
in his 30s or early 40s. 

The tyrant’s brother continued 
to pursue Harmodios, who con¬ 
tinued to rebuff him. Thucydides 
suggests that Aristogeiton “was 
afraid that Hipparchos, with all 
his power, might take Harmodios 
by force,” but such an action 
seems unlikely. The young man 
came from a prominent family 


and any attempt to rape or abduct 
him would have caused an uproar. 

Instead, when Hipparchos re¬ 
alized he didn’t stand a chance 
with Harmodios, he took out his 
disappointment on the young 
man’s family. He invited Har- 
modios’s younger sister to take 
part in a ceremonial procession, 
then, at the last minute, sent 
her home, saying she was 
unworthy of the honor. 

The implication was that 
she was not a virgin. This 
insult only compounded 
Harmodios and Aristo- 
geiton’s grievances against 
Hipparchos. 

The two lovers 
conspired with oth¬ 
ers to kill both Hip¬ 
pias and Hipparchos at the open¬ 
ing festival of the Great Pana- 
thenaic Games in 514. But their 
plans went awry when, on the 
morning of the festival, they saw 
one of their fellow conspirators 
talking with Hippias. Alarmed 
that their plot was about to be ex¬ 
posed, the lovers rushed over to 


Hipparchos and slew him with 
daggers. Harmodios was killed in¬ 
stantly by Hipparchos’s body¬ 
guard, but in the confusion Aris¬ 
togeiton managed to escape. 
Soon, however, he was found and 
tortured to death. 

The tyrant Hippias remained 
in power another four years, dur¬ 
ing which time his rule became 
extremely oppressive. In 510, he 
was overthrown, and two years 
later, an innovative system of rep¬ 
resentational government was es¬ 
tablished that today we recognize 
as an early form of democracy. 

Aristogeiton and Harmodios 
did not, in fact, slay the tyrant; 
they killed his brother. And they 
did so not from political motives 
- at least not primarily - but 
“under the impulse of rage 
caused, in the one case, by love 
and in the other by wounded 
pride,” as Thucydides points out. 
Nevertheless, soon after the tyrant 
fled Athens, a cult grew around 
Harmodios and Aristogeiton, 
honoring them as heroes and 
tyrant-slayers - and the founders 
of democracy. 

Less than 10 years after their 
deaths, bronze statues of the 
lovers were erected in the Agora, 
the city’s main square. No other 
mortals had received such a trib¬ 
ute, and art historians believe that 
these statues were among the first 


individualized portraits created in 
Greece. So important were the 
statues of Harmodios and Aristo¬ 
geiton that Xerxes carried them 
off to Persia when he invaded 
Athens in 480 B.C.E., undoubted¬ 
ly in an attempt to demoralize the 
Athenians. Three years later, how¬ 
ever, new statues of the lovers 
were erected in the Agora. 

In 331 B.C.E., Alexander 
the Great conquered Persia, 
and he or his successor sent 
the original statues back to 
Athens. Both, pairs of 
bronzes stood in the Agora 
for several hundred years. 

Although all four 
statues are now lost to' 
us, a Roman copy in 
marble exists of the 
replacement pair. It is quite dra¬ 
matic: the two men, both naked 
and muscular, are striding forward 
and about to strike, the beardless 
Harmodios with his sword raised 
above his head, the older Aristo¬ 
geiton, bearded, ready to plunge 
his dagger into Hipparchos’s side. 
These poses, replicated on vases 
and coins and imitated in count¬ 
less other sculptures, quickly be¬ 
came emblematic of heroism. 

Despite Thucydides’s attempt 
to establish the facts, the Atheni¬ 
ans persisted in their devotion to 
the ill-fated lovers. One drinking 
song, which dates from the fifth 
century B.C.E. expresses this civic 
feeling especially well: 

“Fame shall be yours forever 
throughout the earth, / Dearest 
Harmodios and Aristogeiton, / 
Because you slew the tyrant / And 
made Athens a place of equality 
under the law.” ▼

First case of sexually transmitted typhoid

j| ast month, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
ts tion reported for the first 
time that typhoid fever can be 
transmitted sexually. The an¬ 
nouncement was made at a sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease confer¬ 
ence in Atlanta. CDC officials 
urged all people with typhoid to 
avoid sexual contact until they are 
successfully treated and clear of 


the disease. 

Typhoid fever is caused by a type 
of salmonella bacteria, and is usual¬ 
ly contracted by consuming food or 
water contaminated with fecal ma¬ 
terial. The disease is rare in the U.S., 
but common in some developing 
countries. Symptoms include fever, 
abdominal cramps, headache, and 
sometimes a skin rash. Typhoid can 
be treated with antibiotics, although 
some people remain carriers even 
after treatment. Untreated typhoid 
may be fatal. 


In the case reported in April, a 
Cincinnati man who contracted 
typhoid during a visit to Puerto 
Rico transmitted the disease to 
seven pther men, most likely 
through oral-anal contact, ac¬ 
cording to CDC epidemiologist 
Megan Reller. Reportedly none 
of the men shared food or drink. 

A vaccine for typhoid fever is 
available, and is often recom¬ 
mended for those traveling to 
countries where the disease is 
widespread. T 
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Being openly gay 
isn’t good enough

i ft If bat do you get when you 
cross an ardent anti¬ 
abortion activist with the 
national AIDS czar? Answer: Scott 
Evertz, a former fundraiser for 
Wisconsin Right to Life who was 
recently named head-of the Office 
of National AIDS Policy. But 
here’s a riddle that’s not so easy to 
answer. What does it mean when 
the most influential lesbian and 
gay political groups, including the 
one that prides itself on uphold¬ 
ing our movement’s progressive 
politics, fail to criticize Evertz’s ap¬ 
pointment, simply because he’s 
openly gay? 

It means that our movement’s 
come to a scary place where prin¬ 
ciples don’t matter and being 
openly gay is good enough. And 
when a lesbian or gay man 
achieves the magical “first openly 
gay (fill in the blank)” status, it’s 
reason to break out the confetti 
and champagne. 

Last month, Evertz got to 
claim his place in all those 
lists of lesbian and gay “firsts” 
by becoming the first openly 
gay person ever appointed to 
a Republican administra¬ 
tion. There’s no ques¬ 
tion that his appoint¬ 
ment is historic. It 
would also be 
historic if, say, 

Kay Bailey 
Hutchison, the 
conservative Republican senator 
from Texas, became the first 
woman president. But I wouldn’t 
cheer that “first” either, and I 
doubt many feminist organiza¬ 
tions would;

however, deeply 
disturbs me. 

Only last January 
Toledo penned a 
scathing editorial 
that ran in many 
gay publications de¬ 
nouncing the nomina¬ 
tion of Wisconsin’s 
Governor Tommy 
Thompson for sec¬ 
retary of Health 
and Human Ser¬ 
vices. It was an un¬ 
popular, gutsy move, 
since Thompson is 
widely recognized as 
an advocate for AIDS 
funding. Although 
Toledo praised him 
for that, she 
slammed him for 
signing “some of 
the most misogy¬ 
nist legislation in 
the country, in 
eluding the most re¬ 
strictive anti-abortion legislation 
implemented since the 
Supreme Court in Roe v. 
Wade recognized abortion 
as a constitutional right.” 
Toledo further fumed over 
the “uncritical analysis” she 
had read about Thomp¬ 
son in the lesbian and gay 
press. “The GLBT com¬ 
munity,” she went on pas¬ 
sionately, 
“ought to 
consider is¬ 
sues like re¬ 
productive health ... a central part 
of our concerns.” 

I couldn’t agree more. And 
that’s why we need to be critical of 
Evertz’s appointment. At the heart 
of the fight to protect women’s re-

It’s worrisome, then, that in the 
wake of Evertz’s appointment all 
we hear from our top two national 
lesbian and gay organizations is ap¬ 
plause. The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign headlined its press release, 
“HRC Praises Administration for 
Naming Evertz to Top AIDS Post.” 
Amazingly, HRC went so far as to 
call the move “a major sign the ad¬ 
ministration is fully committed to 
fighting HIV/AIDS on a national 
and global scale,” even though the 
Bush budget proposal does next to 
nothing to increase funding for 
AIDS programs. 

The press statement from the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force was much less effusive than 
HRC’s but still laudatory, noting 
more than once the “first” aspect 
of Evertz’s new job. The appoint¬ 
ment, Executive Director Eliza¬ 
beth Toledo said, “is an historic, 
positive step,” but to her credit she 
also warned about serious prob¬ 
lems with Bush’s budget al¬ 
lowances for AIDS. 

I wasn’t surprised by HRC’s re¬ 
action to the Evertz appointment. 
Ever since the group endorsed 
anti-choice A1 D’Amato over pro- 
choice Chuck Schumer in the 1998 
U.S. Senate race to represent New 
York, nothing out of its press office 
would shock me - except, perhaps, 
the news that the organization is 
adding the word “gay” to its name. 

NGLTF’s lack of conviction, 


productive rights are the issues of 
privacy and sexual freedom, both 
of which are fundamental to les¬ 
bian and gay rights. There was a 
time, 10 or 15 years ago, when a 
lot of gay men didn’t understand 
why they should support a 
woman’s right to an abortion. 
They questioned why an issue that 
didn’t have an obvious bearing on 
the gay community should be of 
concern to our movement. 

It took hard work from pro¬ 
gressive lesbians and gay men to 
convince the community of the 
issue’s importance, and now most 
of our organizations are officially 
pro-choice. In a documentary on 
abortion called Leona’s Sister, 
Gerri, there’s an unforgettable 
image that poignantly illustrates 
the shift that took place in our 
movement’s stand on abortion. In 
one scene, gay men attend an 
abortion-rights rally wearing ACT 
UP T-shirts and carrying placards 
that bear a chilling photograph - a 
woman who bled to death from a 
botched illegal abortion. 

I support the right of individu¬ 
als like Evertz to oppose abortion 
for religious or personal reasons. 
I’m a lapsed Catholic with close 
family members who disagree 
with me on the issue of choice. 

But I object to Evertz - who 
raised money to assist Wisconsin 
Right to Life in its mission of “de¬ 
feating laws that threaten the right 
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to life” - playing such a pivotal 
role in both the AIDS and lesbian 
and gay movements. The head of 
the White House AIDS office 
should be able to grasp a funda¬ 
mental concept: We must all have 
the right to control our bodies 
and our health. ▼

Smith helping with book on mauling case

W|P here’s no sign of any letup in 
the intense media scrutiny 
m surrounding the fatal dog 
mauling of Diane Whipple. 

This week, Whipple’s partner, 
Sharon Smith, announced she is 
cooperating with the writer of a 
book on the case. The book will be 
called Death of an Angel. 

“The book is about Diane and 
what happened so far and will 
probably take us up to the trial,” 
Smith told reporters outside the 
scheduled arraignment for the 
caretakers of the dogs on Wednes¬ 
day, May 9. 

Smith said she somewhat reluc¬ 
tantly agreed to cooperate on the 
book when she was approached by 
author Joe Harrington. 

“The book was going to be 
written with or without my in¬ 
volvement,” said Smith. “When he 


told me he was going to be writ¬ 
ing a book I did feel, boy, it’s a lit¬ 
tle early for all of this. But I’d 
rather be involved in telling my 
story and our story then not being 
involved and have somebody try 
to guess from the outside.” 

Although Harrington has al¬ 
most completed his manuscript 
for the book, he told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he may hold off on 
its publication to avoid jeopardiz¬ 
ing the case with more pretrial 
publicity. Harrington, who has au¬ 
thored four other true-crime 
books, said he will take about two- 
thirds of what he normally gets 
paid and donate the bulk of the 
proceeds from the book to the 
Diane Alexis Whipple Foundation. 

Meanwhile, the arraignment 
was delayed from Wednesday 
morning until Wednesday after¬ 
noon, past press time, because de¬ 
fense attorneys said Marjorie 
Knoller was ill. Knoller’s husband, 


Robert Noel, was present but at¬ 
torneys agreed to arraign both in 
the afternoon. Noel is being 
charged with involuntary 
manslaughter. Knoller, who was 
with the dogs during the January 
26 attack, is being charged with 
second-degree murder. Both also 
face charges of keeping a mischie¬ 
vous animal that killed a human 
being. They are being held in jail 
on a combined bail of $3 million. 

The Wednesday morning pro¬ 
ceeding was attended by 14 first 
and second graders from the Free¬ 
man School, a private elementary 
school where District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan’s daughter at¬ 
tends. Hallinan’s daughter was 
among the group. Several court¬ 
room observers told the B.A.R. 
they were surprised to see the stu¬ 
dents in court because they didn’t 
think the proceedings of a crimi¬ 
nal court were appropriate for 
small children.T 


Chicago Cubs baseball pitcher fined for 
offensive comments about Giants fans

B ay Area charities could soon 
be cashing in on the loose 
lips of Chicago Cubs pitcher 
Julian Tavarez. 

On Saturday, April 28, when 
asked after a game at Pacific Bell 
Park about being booed by San 
Francisco fans, Tavarez said: “Why 
should I care about the fans? 
They’re a bunch of assholes and 
faggots here.” 

The Cubs quickly decried the 
comments, fined Tavarez, and or¬ 
dered him to attend sensitivity 
training. 

The Cubs’ director of media 
relations, Sharon Pannozzo, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the 
team is not disclosing the amount 
of the fine but said it is “five fig¬ 
ures.” Pannozzo said it will be dis¬ 


tributed to charities by both the 
Cubs and the San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants. Pannozzo wouldn’t say what 
percentage of the fine will be 
handed out by the Cubs and what 
percentage will be distributed by 
the Giants. She added that her 
team hasn’t made any decisions 
yet over which charities or the 
types of charities would benefit. 

“The Cubs have a grant pro¬ 
gram that charities can apply to,” 
she said. 

The Giants’ vice president of 
public affairs, Staci Slaughter, told 
the B.A.R. that the Giants haven’t 
yet been contacted by the Cubs 
about the fine. She said she didn’t 
know the amount of the fine nor 
what percentage the Giants would 
get but Slaughter added that in 
light of Tavarez’s comments, it 
would be appropriate to give some 
of the money to organizations 


that fight hate crimes. 

In a brief statement to re¬ 
porters, Tavarez apologized for his 
remarks a day after he made them. 

“I want to apologize to the city,” 
he said. “I want to tell them how 
sorry I am for what I say. I’m an 
emotional guy and I don’t mean 
what I say. I’m really sorry for what 
I said yesterday. I should never have 
said those things. I let my emotions 
get in the way, and I’m totally sorry. 
I am sorry. I am very sorry.” 

Tavarez, who made the re¬ 
marks about San Francisco fans 
after losing a game 5-0, has a rep¬ 
utation for letting his emotions 
get the better of him. He began 
serving a five-game suspension on 
April 29 for a fight with Giants 
third baseman Russ Davis during 
spring training. Tavarez played for 
the Giants for three seasons be¬ 
ginning 1997. ▼ 
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Texas Senate passes hate crimes bill

T he Texas Senate on Monday, 
May 7 approved a House- 
passed bill named after drag¬ 
ging victim James Byrd Jr. that 
would toughen the state’s hate 
crimes law and send a message that 
Texas “is not a safe haven for hate.” 
The bill includes sexual preference 
in its list of protected groups. 

A similar bill died two years ago 
in a Senate committee because 
supporters said then-Governor 
George W. Bush would not sup¬ 
port it and the failure of the mea¬ 
sure during Bush’s watch became 
an issue during his campaign for 
the White House last year. 

On Monday, state Senator Rod¬ 
ney Ellis (D-Houston), was able to 
muster the necessary two-thirds 
vote to bring the measure to the 
floor for debate and then success¬ 
fully beat back an amendment that 
would have stripped specific hate 
victim language from the bill. The 
bill passed 20-10 in the Republi¬ 
can-controlled, 31-member Sen¬ 
ate, with several prominent GOP 
members voting with Democrats. 

The bill passed the House two 
weeks ago, but. it must return 
there for approval of minor Sen¬ 
ate amendments. If the House ap¬ 
proves the Senate changes, the 
measure will go to Republican 
Governor Rick Perry, who has 
taken a watch and wait position. 

“The governor has said he will 
make a decision when and if the 
final legislation reaches his desk,” 
Gene Acuna, a spokesman for 
Perry, said late Monday. 


If the House should reject the 
Senate amendments, the measure 
would go to a conference commit¬ 
tee but an aide to Ellis said Mon¬ 
day that appeared unlikely. 

The Senate passage of the Byrd 
bill was one of the highlights of the 
current session. “This is truly an 
historic day for the state of Texas,” 
said Ellis. “The Texas Senate has 
sent a message that our state is not 
a safe haven for hate. This legisla¬ 
tion will help protect all Texans 
from anyone who decides to act on 
their hate and prejudice.”

T he news that the national 
headquarters of the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union has 
hired a new executive director 
brought with it a surprise within 
a surprise: Anthony D. Romero, 
appointed unanimously by the 
ACLU national board at the end 
of last month, is openly gay. His 
domestic partner, whose name he 
would not reveal to the New York 
Times due to his “professional pri¬ 
vacy,” apparently is not. 

Whether having an “out” lover 
is necessary to one’s success at a 
civil rights organization remains 
to be seen. 

But there is a lot more to 
Romero, the first gay and Latino 
man to take the reins at the ACLU. 
The 35-year-old public interest at¬ 
torney comes directly from the 


The bill was named after James 
Byrd Jr., the black man who was 
dragged to death near Jasper, 
Texas in 1998 after he was chained 
to the back of a pickup truck by 
three white men. All three men 
were convicted of capital murder. 
Two were sentenced to death and 
a third to life in prison. “No fami¬ 
ly should have to go through what 
they have experienced,” Ellis said. 
“If this legislation spares one 
Texas family from experiencing 
the pain felt by the Byrds, then it 
will be a success.” 


human rights program at the Ford 
Foundation, a New York-based 
organization that funds various 
efforts to strengthen democratic 
values, reduce poverty and injus¬ 
tice, and promote international 
cooperation. While at Ford, 
Romero was single-handedly re¬ 
sponsible for getting the founda¬ 
tion to start supporting gay and 
lesbian work, according to ACLU 
spokesman Eric Ferrero. 

Born in the Bronx to Puerto 
Rican parents, Romero attended 
Princeton University and Stanford 
Law School. His commitment to 
ACLU principles is solid, with 
Romero stating, “Our nation faces 
serious and continuing civil liber¬ 
ties challenges - widespread racial 
profiling, threats to reproductive 
freedom, hostility to immigrants, a 
burgeoning prison population, and, 
most importantly, a generation of 
young people who do not fully em- 


The present Texas hate crimes 
law was criticized as too vague and 
without the specificity required by 
the constitution in defining a hate 
crime. The Byrd act would im¬ 
prove the law by ensuring that the 
hate crime definition follows 
closely the language approved by 
the U.S. Supreme Court in the 
landmark 1993 Wisconsin v. 
Mitchell case. That case defined a 
hate crime as one that has been 
proven in court to have been mo¬ 
tivated by “the race, religion, color, 
disability, sexual orientation, na- 


brace or appreciate the need for 
constant vigilance and defense of 
our constitutional freedoms.” 

And don’t count on Romero to 
follow in the footsteps of the 
many “rebound relationships” 
seen at other civil rights organiza¬ 
tions and their short-lived re¬ 
placement executive directors; it 
seems as though Romero has 
worked for this opportunity for 
quite some time. 

“Leading the ACLU will be a 
life’s dream and aspiration come 
true,” Romero said in a statement. 

As for his private life, Romero’s 
domestic partner is not, in any 
way, a contradiction to civil rights 
or gay work, according to the 
ACLU’s Ferrero. 

“People make professional choic¬ 
es. It’s not that his partner works for 
the Catholic Church or the military 
or anywhere that he’s relegated to the 
closet,” Ferrero told the Bay Area Re- 


tional origin, or ancestry” of the 
victim. The law would also raise 
the penalty for a crime by one level 
if a jury concluded during trial 
that the crime was motivated by 
hate. For example, a person con¬ 
victed of painting a swastika on a 
synagogue would be eligible for a 
maximum punishment of a $4,000 
fine and 1-year in jail instead of a 
fine of $2,000 and 180 days in jail. 

Currently, 43 states have hate 
crimes laws, including 21 that in¬ 
clude sexual orientation in their 
definition. T 


porter about Romero’s unnamed 
partner. “This stuff happens all the 
time. Anthony took a job. His part¬ 
ner didn’t.

Romero will fill the shoes of Ira 
Glasser, 63, who has served as 
ACLU’s executive director since 
1978.

His own 
ideas are destined to propel the or¬ 
ganization toward the future; he 
wants to explore Internet and 
technology law as it relates to free 
speech, diversify the ACLU’s mem¬ 
bership, and most importantly, he 
told the Times, “get people to stand 
for the organization, rather than 
just having it stand for them.” T

New Mission for 
TG outreach worker

ichelle Erin Garcia started 
out as Michel Aaron Gar¬ 
cia. 

“Michel, not Michael. Very 
convenient ... it was fated,” said 
Garcia, program coordinator for 
the new Latina-targeted transgen¬ 
der program at the Mission Coun¬ 
cil on Alcohol Abuse for the Span¬ 
ish Speaking. 

For Michelle Garcia, the posi¬ 
tion means a lot of threads in her 
life have come together in a com¬ 
plex weave. 

They include activist, faith 
healer, caregiver, nutrition coun¬ 
selor, and program director for a 
radio talk show on health. Garcia 
was also a drug and alcohol abuse 
counselor at the Los Angeles Indi¬ 
an Center. 

Last year she was Miss Trans¬ 
gender San Francisco 2000. 

Right now, she’s setting up the 
Bay Area’s first transgender ori¬ 
ented substance abuse program 
for the Spanish-speaking com¬ 
munity. 

“We’re very lucky to have her,” 
said Leonard Chavez-Smith, the 
organization’s executive director 
for more than six years. The non¬ 
profit Mission Council helps un¬ 
derserved San Francisco commu¬ 
nities or individuals - specifically, 
Latinas/Latinos - with alcohol or 
drug problems. It also works with 
the courts to provide alternatives to 
incarceration for first-time offend¬ 
ers with drug or alcohol charges. 

Nearly all programs are offered

in English as well as Spanish. 

' Garcia, who holds a bachelor’s 
degree in nutrition and a master’s 
in herbology, began work in 
March. 

MediCal options 

“A key issue,” Garcia told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “is that a lot of 
transgender Latina women don’t 
realize they qualify for MediCal 
benefits. We are a MediCal bene¬ 
ficiary support center, and can 
help them.” 

At present, she’s working with 
a small but growing group of 
clients, currently around a dozen. 
Many, she said, “are ‘working girls.’ 
There’s an increase in the number 
of Hispanic women showing up 
from other places, probably be¬ 
cause San Francisco seems to 
them to be a safe haven.” 


Historically, a sizable number 
of transgender women become 
prostitutes because they can’t get 
a job when they’re perceived as 
male, along the lines of “who 
wants to hire a man in a dress?” 
Garcia added. 

“This is particularly true for 
Hispanic TG women who can’t 
speak English ... after a while they 
say, ‘No one’s gonna hire me.’” 

Garcia’s program focuses on 
counseling and education, helping 
clients understand their self- 
worth and potential. “We also 
teach them about transitioning on 
the job, and the limelight that puts 
you in, as well as social services, 
and the new legislation [granting 
transgender city employees med¬ 
ical benefits]. There are prece¬ 
dents they should be aware of. 

“A lot of transgender people do 
well here ... there’s a San Francis¬ 
co Golden Gate smile for many. 
I’ve met many courageous women 
who have gone through the 
surgery.” Garcia’s sexual reassign¬ 
ment surgery was seven years ago. 

“But,” she noted, “the Latino 
community is not quite up to that 
level of awareness. That’s why 
there is a high percentage of pros¬ 
titution concentrated in the Mis¬ 
sion District.” 

Culture and dignity 

Garcia said the program she’s 
developing at the Mission Coun¬ 
cil is “designed for transgender 
needs, so that people who come 
here can maintain their dignity 
with a sense of cultural values.”

TG discrimination suit filed against hotel

A lot has happened on the 
gender and class front in the 
last couple of weeks. The 
San Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors passed health benefits for 
transgender city workers, setting 
an example of inclusiveness for 
the city and beyond. The historic 
Clift Hotel completed its renova¬ 
tions, redefining for the world 
what expensive taste really means. 
And James Davis, otherwise 
known as the classy drag queen 
Elaine Lancaster, filed a lawsuit 
against the Clift for refusing to 
give him a room, allegedly because 
he was dressed as a woman. 

Davis filed suit in San Francis¬ 
co Superior Court last Tuesday, 
May 1, charging the Clift with 
negligence, intentional infliction 
of emotional harm, and violation 
of transgender discrimination 
protection laws, according to 
Clarice Liu, Davis’s attorney at 
Wotman & Cloutier. 

“I wanted a written apology 
and a promise to enact sensitivity 
training, and they wouldn’t do any 
of it,” Davis told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “When you’re dealing with 
arrogance the only way to get 
them to take notice is to go after 
them financially, unfortunately.” 

The lawsuit seeks unspecified 
damages. 

Davis was in town last October 
to host the Exotic Erotic Ball with 
Dennis Rodman, and the two

friends had originally planned on 
sharing Rodman’s two-bedroom 
suite at the Clift. When Rodman 
learned he had only one bedroom, 
Davis said he decided to get his 
own room, but witnesses say that 
a hotel employee stepped in to tell 
him,“Uh-uh. Change your clothes 
and come hack_We’re not rent¬ 

ing you a room like that. This is 
not that kind of hotel.” 

Davis went to another friend’s 
room to change, and from there, 
he called downstairs from his cell 
phone and spoke with a different 
staff member, who verified that 
rooms were available. 

“I asked the person if he want¬ 
ed my credit card to reserve the 
room, and he said, ‘Oh no sir, we 
have plenty of rooms, just come 


in,”’ said Davis. 

But once downstairs, Davis en¬ 
countered the same staff member 
who had denied him a room, and 
he was told that suddenly, there 
were no rooms available. 

Tim McEneny, general manag¬ 
er of the Clift Hotel, contended 
that Davis was not given a room 
because he did not have proper 
identification or a credit card, but 
others said that although Davis 
originally left his wallet upstairs, it 
wasn’t until the wallet was actual¬ 
ly retrieved that the staff member 
decided there were no more 
rooms. 

Davis also denies the most re¬ 
cent allegations from McEneny 
that the lawsuit is an attempt to 
generate publicity for his career as 
an entertainer. Davis, already a 
celebrity as Lancaster, who is the 
premier drag queen of South 
Beach, Florida, reportedly pulls in 
a six-figure income from televi¬ 
sion appearances and touring the 
world with the likes of Rodman 
and Elton John. 

“My ultimate objective is to 
raise national consciousness for 
the struggle of transgender peo¬ 
ple, who are the most discriminat- 
ed-against people on the planet,” 
said Davis. “I was on the plane to 
San Francisco, and people were 
talking about the city’s passage of 
sex change benefits, and I could 
not believe the ignorance coming 
from people who had no idea who 
was within earshot. It just terrifies 
me to death.” T

1. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis/Hepatic Failure: Lactic 
acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have 
been reported with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, includ¬ 
ing stavudine and other antiretrovirals.

Particular 
caution should be exercised when administering ZERIT to any patient with known 
risk factors for liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients 
with no known risk factors. Treatment with ZERIT should be suspended in any 
patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or 
pronounced hepatotoxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even 
in the absence of marked transaminase elevations). An increased risk of hepatotoxicity, 
which may be fatal, may occur in patients treated with ZERIT in combination with 
didanosine and hydroxyurea compared to when ZERIT is used alone. Patients 
treated with this combination should be closely monitored for signs of liver toxicity. 

2. Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, tingling, 
or pain in the hands or feet has been reported in patients receiving ZERIT therapy.

An increased 
risk of pancreatitis, which may be fatal, may occur in patients treated with the 
combination of ZERIT and didanosine, with or without hydroxyurea. Patients treated 
with this combination should be closely monitored for symptoms of pancreatitis. 
An increased risk of hepatotoxicity, which may be fatal, may occur in patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine and hydroxyurea. Patients 
treated with this combination should be closely monitored for signs of liver toxi¬ 
city. Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infection, and that 
they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with HIV infection, including 
opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised to remain under the care of a 
physician when using ZERIT. They should be advised that ZERIT therapy has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual con¬ 
tact or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the long-term effects 
of ZERIT are unknown at this time. Patients should be informed that the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) recommend that HIV-infected mothers 
not nurse newborn infants to reduce the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV 
infection. Drug Interactions: Zidovudine may competitively inhibit the intracellular 
phosphorylation of stavudine. Therefore, use of zidovudine in combination with ZERIT 
is not recommended. (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY in full prescribing information.) 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: In 2-year carcinogenicity 
studies in mice and rats, stavudine was noncarcinogenic at doses which produced 
exposures (AUC) 39 and 168 times, respectively, human exposure at the recom¬ 
mended clinical dose. Benign and malignant liver tumors in mice and rats and 
malignant urinary bladder tumors in male rats occurred at levels of exposure 250 
(mice) and 732 (rats) times human exposure at the recommended clinical dose. Stavudine 
was not mutagenic in the Ames, £ coli reverse mutation, or the CHO/HGPRT mam¬ 
malian cell forward gene mutation assays, with and without metabolic activation.

Stavudine should be used during preg¬ 
nancy only if the potential benefit justifies the potential risk. Fatal lactic acidosis has 
been reported in pregnant women who received the combination of stavudine and 
didanosine with other antiretroviral agents. It is unclear if pregnancy augments 
the risk of lactic acidosis/hepatic steatosis syndrome reported in non-pregnant 
individuals receiving nucleoside analogues (see WARNINGS: Lactic Acidosis/Severe 
Hepatomegaly with Steatosis/Hepatic Failure). The combination of stavudine and 
didanosine should be used with caution during pregnancy and is recommended 
only if the potential benefit clearly outweighs the potential risk. Health care 
providers caring for HIV-infected pregnant women receiving stavudine should be 
alert for early diagnosis of lactic acidosis/hepatic steatosis syndrome. Antiretroviral 
Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women 
exposed to stavudine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy 
Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by 
calling 1-800-258-4263. Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants 
to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. Studies in lactating rats demon¬ 
strated that stavudine is excreted in milk. Although it is not known whether stavu¬ 
dine is excreted in human milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from 
stavudine in nursing infants. Because of both the potential for HIV transmission and 
the potential for serious adverse reactions in nursing infants, mothers should be 
instructed not to breast-feed if they are receiving ZERIT (stavudine). Pediatric 
Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from ade¬ 
quate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional pharmacokinetic 
and safety data in pediatric patients. Adverse events that were reported to occur in 
105 pediatric patients receiving ZERIT 2 mg/kg/day for a median of 6.4 months in 
study ACTG 240 were generally similar to those reported in adults. Stavudine phar¬ 
macokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV-infected pediatric patients ranging in 
age from 5 weeks to 15 years and in weight from 2 to 43 kg after I.V. or oral 
administration of single doses and twice daily regimens (see CLINICAL PHAR¬ 
MACOLOGY, Table 1 in full prescribing information). Geriatric Use: Clinical stud¬ 
ies of ZERIT did not include sufficient numbers of patients aged 65 years and over 
to determine whether they respond differently than younger patients. Greater sen¬ 
sitivity of some older individuals to the effects of ZERIT cannot be ruled out. Ina 
monotherapy Expanded Access Program for patients with advanced HIV infection, 
peripheral neuropathy or peripheral neuropathic symptoms were observed in 15 
of 40 (38%) elderly patients receiving 40 mg twice daily and 8 of 51 (16%) 
elderly patients receiving 20 mg twice daily. Of the approximately 12,000 patients 
enrolled in the Expanded Access Program, peripheral neuropathy or peripheral neu¬ 
ropathic symptoms developed in 30% of patients receiving 40 mg twice daily and 
25% of patients receiving 20 mg twice daily. Elderly patients should be closely 
monitored for signs and symptoms of peripheral neuropathy. ZERIT is known to 
be substantially excreted by the kidney, and the risk of toxic reactions to this drug 
may be greater in patients with impaired renal function. Because elderly patients 
are more likely to have decreased renal function, it may be useful to monitor 
renal function. Dose adjustment is recommended for patients with renal impair¬ 
ment (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: Dosage Adjustment). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. Patients 
should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, which is usually manifested 
by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine-related peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some cases, symptoms 
may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. If symptoms resolve 
completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at one-half the dose 
(see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). If neuropathy recurs after resumption of 
ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of ZERIT should be considered. When ZERIT is 
used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the incidence of 
adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Pancreatitis, periph¬ 
eral neuropathy, and liver function abnormalities occur more frequently in patients 
treated with the combination of ZERIT and didanosine, with or without hydrox¬ 
yurea. Fatal pancreatitis and hepatotoxicity may occur more frequently in patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine and hydroxyurea (see WARN¬ 
INGS and PRECAUTIONS). Selected clinical adverse events that occurred in adult 
patients receiving ZERIT in a controlled monotherapy study (Study AI455-019) 
are provided by percentages as follows: ZERIT40 mg twice daily (n=412)~ Headache 
(54), Diarrhea (50), Peripheral Neurologic Symptoms/Neuropathy (52), Rash (40), 
Nausea and Vomiting (39); and zidovudine 200 mg 3 times daily (n=402)~ Headache 
(49), Diarrhea (44), Peripheral Neurologic Symptoms/Neuropathy (39), Rash (35), 
Nausea and Vomiting (44). Study AI455-019 had a median duration of stavudine 
therapy = 79 weeks and a median duration of zidovudine therapy = 53 weeks. 
Pancreatitis was observed in three of the 412 adult patients who received ZERIT in 
a controlled monotherapy study. Selected clinical adverse events that occurred in 
antiretroviral naive adult patients receiving ZERIT from two controlled combination 
studies are provided by percentages as follows: START 1 -ZERIT+lamivudine+indi- 
navir (n=100) with a duration of stavudine therapy for 48 weeks- Nausea (43), 
Diarrhea (34), Headache (25), Rash (18), Vomiting (18), Peripheral Neurologic 
Symptoms/Neuropathy (8); zidovudine+lamivudine+indinayir (n=102)~ Nausea 
(63), Diarrhea (16), Headache (26), Rash (13), Vomiting (33), Peripheral Neurologic 
Symptoms/Neuropathy (7). START 2—ZERIT+didanosine+indinavir(n=102) with 
a duration of stavudine therapy for 48 weeks- Nausea (53), Diarrhea (45), Headache 
(46), Rash (30), Vomiting (30), Peripheral Neurologic Symptoms/Neuropathy (21); 
zidovudine+tamivudine+indinavir (n=103}~ Nausea (67), Diarrhea (39), Headache 
(37), Rash (18), Vomiting (35), Peripheral Neurologic Symptoms/Neuropathy (10). 
START 2 compared two triple-combination regimens in 205 treatment-naive 
patients. Patients received either ZERIT (40 mg twice daily) plus didanosine plus 
indinavir or zidovudine plus lamivudine plus indinavir. Pancreatitis resulting in 
death was observed in patients treated with ZERIT plus didanosine, with or with¬ 
out hydroxyurea, in controlled clinical studies and in postmarketing reports. 
Selected laboratory abnormalities reported in a controlled monotherapy study 
(Study AI455-019) are provided by percentage with the following parameters: 
ZERIT40 mg twice daily (n=412)-FST (SGOT) >5.0 x ULN (upper limit of normal)-11%, 
ALT (SGPT) >5.0x ULIM-13%, Amylase >1.4 x ULN-14% and zidovudine200mg 
3 times daily (n=402)- AST (SGOT) >5.0 x ULN-10%, ALT (SGPT) >5.0 x ULN-11 %, 
Amylase >1.4 x ULN—13%. Data presented for patients of Study AI455-019 for 
whom laboratory evaluations were performed. Study AI455-019 had a median 


duration of stavudine therapy = 79 weeks and a median duration of zidovudine ther¬ 
apy = 53 weeks. Selected laboratory abnormalities reported in two controlled com¬ 
bination studies, START 1 and START 2 are provided Grades 3-4 presented first by 
percentage as follows: (Grades 3-4) START 1—ZERIT (stavudine)+lamivudine+indi- 
navir (n=100}~ Bilirubin >2.6 x ULN (upper limit of normal)-7%, SGOT (AST) >5 
x ULN-5%, SGPT (ALT) >5 x ULN-6%, GGT >5 x ULN-2%, Lipase >2 x ULN-6%, 
Amylase >2 x ULN-4%; zidovudine+lamivudine+indinavir (n=102}~ Bilirubin >2.6 
x ULN-6%, SGOT (AST) >5 x ULN-2%, SGPT (ALT) >5 x ULN-2%, GGT >5 x ULN- 
2%, Lipase >2 x ULN-3%, Amylase >2 x ULN-<1%.

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ±SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 ± 18 mL/min. Whether 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 


DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is 
as follows: 40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg and 30 mg twice daily for patients 
<60 kg. Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 
30 kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or 
greater should receive the recommended adult dosage. Dosage Adjustment: 
Patients should be monitored for the development of peripheral neuropathy, which 
is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. These symp¬ 
toms may be difficult to detect in young children (see WARNINGS). If these symp¬ 
toms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy should be interrupted. Symptoms 
may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some cases, symptoms may 
worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. If symptoms resolve 
completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at one-half the recom¬ 
mended dose: 20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg and 15 mg twice daily for patients 
<60 kg. If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinua¬ 
tion of ZERIT should be considered. Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be adminis¬ 
tered to adult patients with impaired renal function with adjustment in dose by 
patient weight as follows: Creatinine Clearance (mL/min) of >50 (>60 kg-40 mg every 
12 hours and <60 kg-30 mg every 12 hours); Creatinine Clearance (mL/min) of 26- 
50 (>60 kg-20 mg every 12 hours and <60 kg-15 mg every 12 hours); Creatinine 
Clearance (mL/min) of 10-25 (>60 kg-20 mg every 24 hours and <60 kg-15 mg every 
24 hours). Since urinary excretion is also a major route of elimination of stavudine 
in pediatric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with 
renal impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific 
dose adjustment of ZERIT in this patient population, a reduction in the dose and/or 
an increase in the interval between doses should be considered. Hemodialysis 
Patients The recommended dose is 20 mg every 24 hours (>60 kg) or 15 mg eveiy 
24 hours (<60 kg), administered after the completion of hemodialysis and at the 
same time of day on non-dialysis days. Method of Preparation: ZERIT for Oral Solution- 
Prior to dispensing, the pharmacist must constitute the dry powder with purified 
water to a concentration of 1 mg stavudine per mL of solution, as follows: 1. Add 
202 mL of purified water to the container. 2. Shake container vigorously until the 
powder dissolves completely. Constitution in this way produces 200 mL (deliver¬ 
able volume) of 1 mg/mL stavudine solution. The solution may appear slightly 
hazy. 3. Dispense solution in original container with measuring cup provided. 
Instruct patient to shake the container vigorously prior to measuring each dose and 
to store the tightly closed container in a refrigerator, 36° to 46°F (2° to 8°C). 
Discard any unused portion after 30 days.

rector of the University of the Pa¬ 
cific Dental School, which receives 
CARE funding for centralized den¬ 
tal services. Centralized services, he 
said, are supposed to mean schools 
and institutions, while decentral¬ 
ized services are supposed to be 
community-based, and the HIV 
Planning Council mandates that 
community-based programs exist 
outside of dental schools and with¬ 
in the target communities where 
HIV is most prevalent. Additional¬ 
ly, he is a member of the local HIV 
Planning Council, which deter¬ 
mines service categories that 
should be funded with the city’s 
CARE allocation; the planning 
council does not award individual 
contracts for service. 

Paper versus practice 

But the same report that criti¬ 
cized Community Dental gave ab¬ 
solutely no demographic data for 
UCSF’s dentistry school, and cited 
as weaknesses the fact that UCSF’s 
proposal had “no mention of num¬ 
ber of past clients, nor was demo¬ 
graphic data presented.” UCSF also 
had “no discussion of Tenderloin 
services;” and its outcome objec¬ 
tives had “no strengths noted,” ac¬ 
cording to the report. Overall, the 
strengths listed for Community 
Dental exceeded those listed for

how parents are part of the problem 
and part of the solution. 

“Now that we have this data, 
we’re working on strategies” to in¬ 
form parents about how to talk 
about LGBT issues to their kids, 
Teague added. Horizons has begun 
to design tools for parents ranging 
from printed materials to Web 
sites. 

“The data overall are very en¬ 
couraging,” said Teague. “Parents 
want to pass along tolerance and 
acceptance, and a very, very large 
majority say gays should be treat¬ 
ed like everyone else. 

“The numbers are even higher 
in the Latino population, which 
goes against the stereotype of 
being very socially conservative.” 

Moreover, he said, the survey 
found that “unlike in the rest of the 
population, it didn’t matter if Latino 
parents were churchgoing or not.” 

A review of cultural history 
from Leonard Chavez-Smith helps 
explain why the Latino anti-gay 
stereotype is so widely held among 
non-Latinos. 

Chavez-Smith is executive di¬ 
rector of the Mission Council on 
Alcohol Abuse for the Spanish- 
Speaking. 

“In Mexico and Central Amer¬ 
ica, you don’t seem to have the 
same problem with parents and 
gay and lesbian issues that we have 
here,” Chavez told the B.A.R. 

“Children don’t learn to hate cer¬ 
tain groups in those countries as they 
do in others, particularly the United 
States. The problem is when you get 
over'here, there’s a whole different 
orientation toward the process. 

“In Mexico, you usually get a 
positive approach because there are 
many, many youth involved in a gay 
lifestyle. Families don’t make a big 
deal about it and are supportive. 

“But it becomes striking if you 
ask a Latino parent who was born 
here how they feel about the issue. 
Usually, as kids trying to fit in, they 
assimilate the basic homophobic 
value system of the U.S., and the 
tolerant attitude changes.” 

Chavez added that, “The Hori¬ 
zons Foundation is probably right 
on the parents, probably because

UCSF, according to the report. 

“The panel assumed gay white 
men came to the Castro and Lati¬ 
nos to the Mission, but people 
from all over the city were coming 
to both clinics,” said Gowdey of 
the demographic criticisms 
lodged against Community Den¬ 
tal. “And besides, what track 
record does UCSF have? There’s 
not a single shred of evidence that 
UCSF could do any better. In fact 
the opposite is true because it’s 
not located in a community of 
high incidence of HIV.” 

What it seems to come down 
to is a financial bargain as far as 
how CARE money is spent: the 
DPH panel decided to split the 
annualized $600,000 in funding 
between two groups, with two- 
thirds going to UCSF, and one- 
third going to DPH’s Tom Wad¬ 
dell Clinic so that Tenderloin 
needs can be addressed. UCSF, 
noted the summary report, esti¬ 
mated that many more clients 
would walk through its doors than 
Community Dental. 

But while Gowdey acknowl¬ 
edged that UCSF may look like a 
better financial deal on paper than 
Community Dental, he said that 
what seems less expensive will 
come at great cost to Community 
Dental patients. 

“How can an office of real den¬ 


tists compete financially when 
UCSF has dental students work¬ 
ing for free, who just need to get 
patients in the door?” said 
Gowdey. “The whole reason to es¬ 
tablish the neighborhood clinics 
in the first place was to provide an 
alternative to the slow and tedious 
process of receiving dental care 
from dental students. Many peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS cannot 
tolerate long and exhausting pro¬ 
cedures at dental schools. A pro¬ 
cedure that takes Community 
Dental a few months can take 
schools up to a year.” 

“I take issue with the process by 
which UCSF was awarded this 
contract. If somebody is better 
suited to do a service than me, 
then I’ll bow out, but that’s not the 
case here. They want to set up de¬ 
centralized dental care, and only 
centralized dental programs ap¬ 
plied. We were the only applicant 
that can fulfill the CARE Council’s 
mandates and the criteria set in the 
requests for proposals.” 

UCSF officials declined to 
comment. 

A grievance procedure is under 
way, and patients of Community 
Dental have reportedly filed letters 
of objection with DPH and the 
mayor, but as it stands, Commu¬ 
nity Dental is winding down and 
preparing for its final weeks. ▼

clinics that do confidential testing 
to leave names off the forms when 
reporting new HIV cases. 

“If the name is mistakenly on a 
report,” said Baird, “we would ask 
local health jurisdictions to de¬ 
stroy it. We ourselves would shred 
it. We don’t want names; we’re not 
trying to get the names.” 

She said the state is interested 
in preventing accidental dissemi¬ 
nation of data that could identify 
people and is “very strict” on 
keeping information private. 

“All state and local staff in 
AIDS surveillance also do HIV 
surveillance, and they all are 
trained in current laws. These are 
very clear about protecting against 
the inappropriate disclosure of 
HIV results. They know that the 
law protects clients, and that there 
are penalties for violation.” 

Also, Baird said, “We require 
that workers sign confidentiality 
agreements. If they have docu¬ 
ments, these are locked in a brief¬ 
case, not left in cars. The docu¬ 
ments go back to work sites in 
separate locations from staff, so 
the data are secure.” 

As well as HIV diagnosis and 
unique identifier, the proposed 
state reporting forms require clini¬ 
cians to provide your DHS patient 
number; lab report number; 
race/ethnicity; country of birth; 
city, county, and Zip code of resi¬ 
dence at time of diagnosis; facility 
of diagnosis; plus some informa¬ 
tion on sexual history, intravenous 
drug use, insurance, and treatment. 

Cracking codes 

A skeptical view comes from 
Professor Latanya Sweeney of 
Carnegie-Mellon University, an 


expert on privacy issues and the 
robustness of coded identifiers. 

“To what extent is the promise 
of privacy at odds with the state’s 
needs?” Sweeney asked in an in¬ 
terview with the B.A.R. “A lot of 
states claim that HIV testing 
should only be done anonymous¬ 
ly. By that, I mean that nothing I 
can do to the data, using readily 
available information, could iden¬ 
tify an individual. 

“This [proposed] code in com¬ 
bination with other data collected 
will not meet that criterion, due to 
the ease of identification.” 

Sweeney added that her re¬ 
search shows that most people can 
be personally identified through a 
very simple set of factors includ¬ 
ing gender and Zip code. 

Proponents of reporting say 
there has been virtually no harm 
done, even in the states where 
names of HIV-positive persons 
are reported. 

The exception is Florida, where 
a high-profile 1997 case highlight¬ 
ed the system’s fragility after the 
names of AIDS patients were re¬ 
leased at a state agency. 

Among the many larger issues 
is whether coded reporting of 
HIV cases would deter people - 
especially those who may fear ex¬ 
posure. 

A 1998 multi-state study of 
new AIDS cases in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
(Bindman et. al.) found that “The 
mean time from learning they 
were HIV-positive to the diagnosis 
of AIDS was 1,246 days for per¬ 
sons tested anonymously versus 
718 days for persons tested confi¬ 
dentially.” 

The study, which did not in¬ 
clude California, concluded: 
“Anonymous testing contributes 
to early HIV testing and medical 
care.” 


Alameda and anonymity 

“This [proposed] system seems 
to really ask for everything but 
your name,” said Susan Black, 
HIV testing and HCV coordinator 
at the Alameda County Office of 
AIDS. “I’m concerned that the 
state health department is mixing 
apples with oranges, and may use 
the reporting system for gathering 
other information.” 

Black said Alameda County 
“still has a growing epidemic. 
Among the disenfranchised peo¬ 
ple in the county, it’s hard to con¬ 
vince people to get tested. If you’re 
an IV drug user, there’s more im¬ 
portant things you’re focused on. 
You’re probably going to think if 
you test positive, your drug habit 
may be exposed. 

“I am really opposed to any¬ 
thing that creates a barrier to test¬ 
ing, anything that makes testing 
other than what it should be is 
going to backfire, especially the 
new regulations. 

“Among people of color, we 
have a 5 to 7 percent HIV infec¬ 
tion rate in Alameda County, 
specifically among African Amer¬ 
icans who are tested. Anything we 
can do to lower the barriers to 
testing is really good.” 

Avoiding duplication 

Paradoxically, considering the 
potential damage from exposure 
of HIV-diagnosed persons, re¬ 
porting by name is nothing new. 
Diseases from measles to tubercu¬ 
losis to AIDS are reported by 
name in many states. 

California’s proposed new 
rules on reporting of HIV cases 
would assign a non-name code 
unique to each individual who 
tests positive for HIV. Health care 
providers such as hospitals, clin¬ 
ics, and laboratories would be re¬ 


quired to use the code when re¬ 
porting new HIV cases to public 
authorities as the new regulations 
mandate. 

The Department of Health 
Services proposal (regulation con¬ 
trol number R-19-00) notes that 
officials considered and rejected 
the options of reporting by name, 
by a hybrid of name and code, and 
reporting without any identifier at 
all. The proposed code meets Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention guidelines. 

California law prohibits re¬ 
porting the name of an HIV-in¬ 
fected individual “except under 
special circumstances.” AIDS 
cases, on the other hand, must be 
reported by name. 

The idea of a hybrid name and 
code meant that infected persons’ 
names would go to local health de¬ 
partments such as the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Public Health. 
They would encode the name and 
destroy evidence of the name, sim¬ 
plifying procedures and helping 
avoid duplication of case reports. 

DPH concerns 

Dr. Sandy Schwarcz, director of 
the AIDS surveillance unit at 
DPH, said she had not yet evalu¬ 
ated how well the proposed codes 
protect identities. 

“I do think that DHS should 
do this prior to adopting the 
codes,” Schwarcz said in a state¬ 
ment to the B.A.R. 

Asked about increased work¬ 
load, she added: “It is difficult to 
determine how much extra work 
and time will be taken up with 
HIV reporting. We estimate that 
we have approximately 8,000 peo¬ 
ple living with HIV infection but 
not AIDS. Most are in care and we 
will need to complete reporting 
forms for these people. 

“This will double our work load 
for a couple of years. After that 
things will slow down somewhat 
but I am not sure just how much 
extra work will be involved once 
the initial case report forms are in.” 

In fact the new rules are de¬ 
signed to cover only new diag¬ 
noses. 

Laboratories getting test orders 
would have to report back to local 
public health officers all HIV-pos¬ 
itive results, plus data that in¬ 
cludes gender, birth date, and first 
and third letters of patient’s last 
name (or DHS client number). 

“What if your last name is 
Ng?” asked a local HIV specialist 
at a San Francisco clinic, ironical¬ 
ly alluding to a common last name 
among Cantonese-speaking eth¬ 
nic Chinese here. 

The proposal is modeled on 
encoding used in several states; 
others report names. 

Reporting without identifier 
creates the probability of dupli¬ 
cate case reports for the same in¬ 
dividual, and could potentially 
lead to inflated numbers of case 
reports. 

A state spokeswoman said if 
the rules, which do not require 
legislative action, are approved, it 
will still be several months before 
they take effect. 

CDC guidelines 

The CDC is critical in this issue 
because it sets guidelines for pub¬ 
lic health research and provides 
considerable funding for 
HIV/AIDS - and numerous other 
illnesses - to state and local health 
agencies. 

State and local officials take 
very seriously the CDC guidelines 
because they put their agencies ex¬ 
plicitly at risk for funding cuts if 
they don’t follow the rules. The 
regulation proposal mentions the 
need for California public health 
to maintain its competitiveness 
for federal funding. 

Beginning in 2005, the propos¬ 
al states, funding under the feder¬ 


al Ryan White Comprehensive 
AIDS Resources Emergency 
(CARE) Act will depend on “the 
number of estimated living HIV 
and AIDS cases, rather than esti¬ 
mated living AIDS cases alone.” 

In 2004, the secretary of Health 
and Human Services will decide if 
a state’s reported cases, channeled 
through CDC, are “unreliable or 
inaccurate.” If so, subsequent fund¬ 
ing will count only AIDS cases. 

Now, it often takes 10 years for 
HIV to become AIDS. 

Atlanta’s requirements - that is 
to say, Washington’s - thus are 
drawing an ever thicker line on 
the playground of medical poli¬ 
tics. Agencies and states that step 
forward to challenge the pecking 
order could get a federal fist in 
their fiscal nose. 

The DHS proposal sets aside 
$1.43 million for California fiscal 
year 2000-2001 to help local 
health departments carry out the 
federal mandate on HIV report¬ 
ing. The CDC has granted the Of¬ 
fice of AIDS $500,000 to study ef¬ 
fective types of coding. One major 
concern is duplication, which 
local health departments will be 
expected to help weed out. 

Range of reactions 

A University of California, San 
Francisco researcher familiar with 
the HIV privacy issue was highly 
critical of the new regulations, on 
condition of anonymity: “The 
state Office of AIDS told us where 
they feel the biggest possible mis¬ 
chief might occur is at the local 
level. We agree. 

“There’s no question that in 
smaller communities, where 
[health] workers have closer rela¬ 
tionships with law enforcement 
and health in a variety of other 
services, leakages will occur. 

“There needs to be anony¬ 
mous, truly anonymous testing. 
And there needs to be, in the case 
of HIV reporting of a confidential 
test, a way that people cannot be 
backtracked by the use of infor¬ 
mation.” 

Among the critical broader is¬ 
sues raised by the overall public 
health versus privacy question is 
what to do if you test positive. 
This gets at the heart of the moral 
.and professional dilemmas faced 
by people being tested and the 
public health establishment. 

The UCSF researcher said, 
“Many states retain anonymous 
testing as an important way to 
help people feel secure if they test 
positive. The problem is, if you 
want help after testing positive, 
you need to go to other agencies 
or clinics for help. Most people 
don’t realize that a great deal of 
their medical data are already 
being reported. 

“My concern about no-name 
testing is they’ve chosen identifiers 
which can be so easily linked to a 
person’s name. It’s scary to me 
with the shift in the political cli¬ 
mate that the foundations are 
being laid for potential mischief at 
increasingly higher levels [of gov¬ 
ernment] . And to have state and 
national databases that can so eas¬ 
ily be linked to specific individu¬ 
als is a very powerful tool that can, 
in my opinion, only be misused.” 

The CDC, the researcher 
added, “has spent a lot of time cre¬ 
ating compatibility between the 
states. They already are sending in 
technical support. CDC has 
worked to have a system that can 
identify individuals concerned. 
There is reliance on people’s 
names, birth dates, and Social Se¬ 
curity numbers.” 

The researcher concluded, “To 
truly have this be a public process, 
the state needs to extend the pub¬ 
lic hearing dates. I’m concerned 
about the lack of public awareness 
on this issue. 

“Nobody has the time to put

this stuff together [for analysis]. 
It’s very clear by the way they set 
this up that they don’t want feed¬ 
back. The hearing process has no 
intention of responding to any¬ 
one’s concerns.” 

Good for whom? 

Robert Kim, staff attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Northern California, 
was cautiously optimistic: “We are 
always vigilant on government 
storage of sensitive private data 
and sensitive medical informa¬ 
tion. We share those concerns 
[about exposure]. 

“There could be the possibility 
of abuse or people not following 
the system properly. There’s al¬ 
ways a balance between the need 
for information and the need for 
privacy. For the time being I think 
the [proposed] system falls in the 
range where both concerns are 
being met. But this is not set in 
stone forever.” 

“Some unique identifier sys¬ 
tems are pretty easy to crack,” said 
Steve Gibson of the Stop AIDS 
Project, speaking for himself only. 
“I hope this one is not. The quali¬ 
tative data suggest that people are 
less likely to be tested if they think 
they can be identified. 

“I personally go to anonymous 


sites to be tested. I asked my doc¬ 
tor and she said, Test anony¬ 
mously.’ 

“But public health is also criti¬ 
cally important. I appreciate that 
California is trying to prevent 
names reporting. Whatever sys¬ 
tem is put in place, you have to 
have community-based agencies 
who are trusted, like the Mission 
Center, the AIDS Health Project 
... they will be key as to whether 
people get tested or not. 

“Using the non-names code 
may push people who are not 
comfortable to not get tested ... 
for example, the Mission Neigh¬ 
borhood Health Center works 
with a lot of undocumented resi¬ 
dents, who may have more press¬ 
ing issues that they don’t want 
made public. 

“Also, the political climate can 
change; it’s in flux, especially at 
the national level.” 

Weighing relative risk 

At the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, Dana Van Gorder, di¬ 
rector of state and local affairs, fo¬ 
cuses on the relative values of test¬ 
ing and reporting. 

“At the AIDS foundation, ad¬ 
vocacy groups need to make 
damn good and sure this infor¬ 
mation is guarded to the utmost,”

“For transgender women who 
come in, especially those on the 
streets, I try to let them know about 
alternatives, and also what to do if 
they’re arrested and need a hand.” 

Among many other programs, 
the council overall provides both 
group and one-on-one counsel¬ 
ing, with many clients served for 
six to 18 months. 

Transgender people here face 
ignorance, derision, and a great 
deal of persecution, Garcia noted. 

Her own background bears 
that out. As Michel Aaron, she was 
raised as a boy in a less-than-lib- 
eral household. 

“But,” said Garcia, “I knew im¬ 
mediately at age 3 that I identified 
with women. But of course I did¬ 
n’t know how to rationalize it. 

“At 8,1 borrowed my mother’s 
outfits for my first cross dressing. 
When I was 13, it was the first time 
I tried going outside the house as a 
girl... I wore cutoff jeans, sandals, 
a blouse, and had my hair done. 
The local boys would stare and 
whistle at me -1 felt fabulous, like 
I was on another planet.” 

Acts of contrition 

“Even younger, I made a con¬ 
fession to the priest about my de¬ 
sire to be a girl. He gave me a 
whole bunch of Our Fathers, Hail 


Marys, and Acts of Contrition, 
and it was all supposed to go away. 
Nothing happened.” 

The teenage Michel visited a 
lesbian-gay center in Los Angeles, 
the only place around that had a 
program for transgender youth. 
That opened the door to some 
hope, but amidst her own confu¬ 
sion and following broad social 
norms, Michel married a woman 
and had kids. The wife was “a bor¬ 
derline lunatic,” said Garcia, who 
later divorced her spouse. 

“My parents were extremely 
hetero,” she said. “My father, 
Joseph Garcia, was a world-re¬ 
spected engineer who designed 
aerospace engines. When I told 
him, he said, ‘Not my son.’” 

Another major force in Gar¬ 
cia’s life was her grandmother, a 
faith healer in San Diego. 

So began her healing path. It 
had some tricky turns, especially 
with her late father, who had a 
number of strokes before he died 
a few years ago. He did not know 
of her surgery. 

“I picked him up from the hos¬ 
pital with a friend,” Garcia smiled. 
“I had transitioned already ... so 
there were two beautiful women 
in the car ... he was happy to go 
with us. 

“We took him to Portland. He 
didn’t believe it was me, and at 
first he was just distant. In his last 
months, he began to see I was just 
there to nurture him, that I came 
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Van Gorder said. “I don’t think it 
can be guaranteed 100 percent ef¬ 
fective, but it is important to make 
health care good. 

“The state has a very good 
track record. We need to be vigi¬ 
lant, but there’s certainly a com¬ 
mitment to a high level of confi¬ 
dentiality.” 

Many names of people who are 
HIV-positive without AIDS are 
maintained on a variety of lists, 
including ADAP services, Van 
Gorder said. “The Office of AIDS 
has done an effective job of main¬ 
taining confidentiality around 
California for the most part.” 

The key, he said, is that “people 
who think they’re at risk should get 
tested, whatever the setting. This is 
true if you compare the potential 
risk of not knowing your status 
with the risk of breach of privacy. It 
would be unfortunate if people 
used the [proposed regulations] as 
an excuse not to get tested.” ▼

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Treatment info: Reader beware

Survive AIDS Writers Pool 

H s an HIV treatment activist 
Jyl with an eye out for new de- 
jHm velopments, I read quite a 
bit of information in sources as di¬ 
verse as scientific journals and 
newspapers on various Internet 
Web sites. The AIDS Education 
Global Information Service 
(AEGiS, www.aegis.org) provides 
an invaluable service that has en- 
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abled me to monitor a wide variety 
of sources via their listserv. They 
will e-mail anyone, free of charge, 
all the articles appearing on their 
Web site. However, an article from 
United Press International senior 
science correspondent Mike Mar¬ 
tin came through last week that 
was truly over the top, hyping a 
blood filter system for HIV. 

Stop making sense 

“A novel filtration process 
designed to remove the 
AIDS virus from 
human blood has 
shown excellent 
promise in a series of 
pre-clinical trials, ac¬ 
cording to researchers at 
Aethlon Medical, an early 
stage biotechnol¬ 
ogy firm in La 
Jolla, California 
... ‘We use the 
same hollow-fiber cartridge used 
for kidney dialysis,’ Tullis [a com¬ 
pany spokesman] said. The car¬ 
tridge contains hair-like fibers 
with pores that trap particles larg¬ 
er than the virus. Smaller particles 
pass through the pores and circu¬ 
late over polysaccharide beads 
coated with antibodies. These an¬ 
tibodies are specific for Gpl20, a 
surface protein on the AIDS virus. 
The virus sticks to the antibody- 
coated beads, allowing uncontam¬ 
inated material to flow through 
the filters and back into the blood 
stream. In essence, Tullis said, the 
system filters out AIDS virus in 
much the same way a water filtra¬ 
tion system removes lead and 
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other impurities from drinking 
water. In the Hemopurifier case, 
Tullis removed HIV from several 
10 milliliter samples of contami¬ 
nated blood plasma.” 

Outside looking in 

This article goes on to say that 
as a treatment mechanism this 
could not stand alone. However, 
under what circumstances could 
such a filtration process have ben¬ 
efit? Filtering a few 10 milliliter 
(each a couple teaspoons’ 
worth) samples does not a 
treatment make. As is 
^ well known, HIV in¬ 
fects a wide variety of 
white blood cells and 
y other cells throughout 

the body, the most devas¬ 
tated of which 
are CD4+ helper 
T-cells. 

At any one 
time, greater than 90 percent of 
the virus-containing/producing 
lymphocytes (of which CD4s are 
but a subset) are not actually in 
the peripheral blood, rather in the 
tissues and the lymphatic system 
and are therefore not susceptible 
to the filter. Since the proposed 
treatment only would address free 
virus, it could not deal with cells 
that are latently infected, so for all 
those whose viral load is already 
“undetectable” via the use of anti¬ 
retroviral therapy or otherwise, it 
could not help them. For those 
who have virus that is actively 
being produced, an invasive pro¬ 
cedure like this would not make 
good sense since it could only pre¬ 
vent infection of cells for the slice 
of time that the blood would be 
passed over the gpl20 antibody 
beads. 

Don’t shoot me, 

I’m only the piano player 

When Survive AIDS contacted 
the UPI reporter regarding his ar¬ 
ticle, Martin was dismissive. He 
wrote, “If you are calling into ques¬ 
tion some of the nation’s leading 
virologists [Kumar and Sarayan at 
the University of Kansas Medical 
Center] ... so be it, but I would 
rather not argue your case for you.” 
Being unaware of such “leading” 
virologists, this writer contacted 
some well-known HIV virologists 
to get their take on the issue. 

A diplomatic Dr. Scott Ham¬ 
mer, of Columbia University, said 
that skepticism was very appropri¬ 
ate. Dr. Tom Merigan, from Stan¬ 
ford, was less reserved and wrote, 
“This is just naively constructed 
engineering type nonmedical 
dream science which is worthless 


unless it can be reduced to practice 
and produces a fall in viral load 
where other approaches do not. It 
is an invasive procedure with risks 
of its own to patients and staff. It is 
no different from anything sug¬ 
gested previously other than anti¬ 
body columns which never went 
anywhere. I am very doubtful it 
would have any use.” 

Clouds in my coffee 

Merigan continued: “The 
media are no better than their 
sources or ‘experts’ and the less ex¬ 
perienced can be fooled readily.” 


one person tell me it was okay to 
take half their prescribed dosage 
because a fellow person with HIV 
had told them so. Although I my¬ 
self rely quite a bit on the Internet, 
there too, you must be careful to 
not believe everything you read.” 

“I have watched the media over 
the years hold out false hope,” 
AEGiS’ Greer said. “In a way, it has 
been the cause of the attitude that 
HIV is now a ‘manageable’ disease 
which of course it is not. On occa¬ 
sion AEGiS sees false representa¬ 
tion and we forward such infor¬ 
mation to various government

This in fact was what I found so 
upsetting about the article. Many 
papers will carry the wire services’ 
articles word for word unedited in 
their local papers and people 
would be yet again lured into 
some false hope prompted by ir¬ 
responsible journalism. 

This writer also contacted the 
executive director of AEGiS, Jeff 
Greer, who said, “AEGiS processes 
news from about 70 different 
sources. We seldom write articles 
on our own and do not edit mate¬ 
rials we download. We try to be a 
data base on HIV from a wide 
perspective of views.” 

Greer added, “This piece is 
quite unusual because UPI is a 
widely respected media source. 
What I find particularly disturb¬ 
ing is that the article does not 
mention any peer reviewed 
processes these therapies have 
gone through. It should have been 
mentioned that maybe they 
haven’t even gotten that far.” 

Across the great divide 

This writer spoke with Hedi 
Nass, an HIV treatment activist in 
Madison, Wisconsin, about treat¬ 
ment education there. She said, 
“There are no treatment educa¬ 
tion programs in the entire state 
of Wisconsin. We are therefore left 
with lowest common denomina¬ 
tor sources, like the newspapers 
and mainstream news magazines. 
Although the local AIDS service 
organization distributes copies of 
POZ , many people with HIV are 
in the closet about their status and 
would not purchase that magazine 
even if they could find it to buy.” 

Nass elaborated: “There is a lot 
of misinformation out there. I had 


agencies. A recent case was Ives 
Health making a supplement that 
was supposed to cure AIDS.” 

Putting out fire 
with gasoline 

Survive AIDS spoke by phone 
with Jon Cohen, writer for Science 
magazine and author of the book 
Shots in the Dark: The Wayward 
Search for an AIDS Vaccine about 
HIV reporting in the media. “One 
must consider the great difference 
between possibility and probabil¬ 
ity. For example, gasoline will kill 
HIV in the test tube. It’s repro¬ 
ducible and works 100 percent of 
the time. However, there is zero 
probability that ingesting gasoline 
as a treatment for HIV infection 
will offer any benefit.” 

Another trap people should 
beware of, according to Cohen, is 
the cliche “Experts say ... [as a 
reader you should]. Ask what 
makes them experts? Was it in a 
peer-reviewed journal? Which 
journal was it in? Did the data 
achieve statistical significance? A 
joke among journalists is that if 
your mother tells you she loves 
you, you should check the source. 
And no single source is infallible.” 

Cohen emphatically stated that 
“Remarkable claims require re¬ 
markable proof” and therefore to 
accept less than that would do 
ourselves a disservice. T

Volunteers needed for PI treatment hotline

P roject Inform is seeking vol¬ 
unteers for its national 
HIV/AIDS treatment hot¬ 
line, with the next training to be 
held starting this Wednesday, May 
16 and continuing next weekend, 
May 19 and 20 in San Francisco. 

Wednesday’s session runs from 
5:30 to 9 p.m.; the weekend train¬ 
ing runs from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
both Saturday and Sunday, said 
Mark Owens, volunteer and in¬ 
tern services manager for Project 
Inform. 

Hotline operators are required 
to commit to at least one three- 
hour shift per week for a mini¬ 
mum of six months. The shifts 
occur during business hours 
Monday through Friday and on 
Saturdays. 


Currently, 55 volunteers staff 
the hotline. They answer phone 
calls, provide HIV treatment in¬ 
formation, and give callers sup¬ 
port in developing effective treat¬ 
ment strategies, including how to 
access treatment, and provide re¬ 
ferrals to other organizations that 
provide services to HIV-positive 
individuals. 

“The training was an awesome, 
eye-opening experience for me,” 
said Freddie Oaks, who had vol¬ 
unteered on the hotline for almost 
three years before becoming the 
hotline systems coordinator. “I 
thought I knew everything there 
was about HIV until I went 
through the training. And even 
now that I am full-time staff, I still 
find the hotline to be incredible 
and I learn something new every 
day.” 

Project Inform’s hotline re¬ 


ceives approximately 35,000 calls 
a year from women, men, youth, 
transgenders, and people of color 
who are HIV-positive; doctors, 
nurses, service providers, and so¬ 
cial workers; and family and 
friends of people living with HIV. 
More than 30 percent of the calls 
received are from women; people 
of color account for about 35 per¬ 
cent of the calls. 

Due to the increasing number 
of people seeking Spanish-lan- 
guage service, Project Inform en¬ 
courages bilingual Spanish-Eng- 
lish volunteers to apply.

Longtime gay activist Bob Basker dies at 82

R obert Basker, a founding 
member of numerous gay 
organizations, died Friday, 
April 6, at the Jewish Home for 
the Aged in San Francisco after a 
lengthy illness. He was 82. 

A founding member of the 
Alexander Hamilton Post 448 of 
the American Legion in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Mr. Basker will be sorely 
missed by the officers and mem¬ 
bers of the veterans’ community, 
said Mario Benfield, past com¬ 
mander of Post 448. 

Mr. Basker founded the Matta- 
chine Society in Chicago in 1965, 
and worked with leaders in the 
fledgling gay-rights community, 
including Frank Kameny, Dick 
Leitsch, Hal Call, Dorr Legg, Har¬ 
vey Milk, and Morris Kight. 

He participated in the civil 
rights movement, and met Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. as well as 
helped African Americans register 
to vote. His work against Anita 
Bryant’s bigotry and his contin¬ 
ued work against discrimination 
will long be remembered, Benfield 
said. 

Mr. Basker remained active in 
several organizations, including 
Post 448, the NAACP-San Fran¬ 
cisco chapter, and the California 
Legislative Council for Older

Americans. Mr. Basker was affili¬ 
ated with the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women and the American 
Civil Liberties Union, as well as 
with the Harvey Milk LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club, Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans, the Gray Panthers, and the 
Senior Action Network. 

Benfield noted that Mr. Basker 
worked with his fellow Post mem¬ 
ber, Dennis Peron, in rallying for 
the passage of Proposition 215, 
the medical marijuana initiative, 
in 1996. “With decisive and su¬ 
perb influence, Bob rallied those 
organizations he was associated 
with to his side, to bolster Propo¬ 


sition 215,” said Benfield. 

Born on September 30,1918 in 
Harlem, Mr. Basker was the 
youngest of five brothers and was 
raised in a traditional Orthodox 
Jewish home. In 1941, Mr. Basker 
enlisted in the U.S. Army and 
served until 1945 in the European 
Theater during World War II. 
When the war ended, he chose to 
remain in Europe until 1946 and 
requested his discharge in 
Antwerp, Belgium. Having sur¬ 
vived bombardment by U-2 rock¬ 
ets in his bed in which he was 
buried unconscious for several 
days, Mr. Basker survived un¬ 
scathed, Benfield recalled. 

He investigated the where¬ 
abouts of his Jewish relatives, ulti¬ 
mately finding and helping his 
uncle in Poland, who was a sur¬ 
vivor of the concentration camps. 
Most of his relatives, however, did 
not survive the Holocaust. 

“His critical voice will be 
missed, along with that 59-cent 
button he always wore,” said Ben¬ 
field. “Our hearts are with Wayne 
and Melinda Basker, his two chil¬ 
dren. We also cannot forget Dino, 
his love of 20 years, who died in 
1998.” 

A memorial service is planned 
for Sunday, July 1, from 1-5 p.m. 
in room 207 of the Veterans 
Building, 401 Van Ness Avenue, in 
San Francisco. ▼

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most are immigrants who are very, 
very tolerant on gay/lesbian issues. 

“If their kids are gay they have 
no problem with it. I’ve yet to see 
a parent from Mexico who has 
such a problem. 

“The Latino culture is half In¬ 
dian, and the Indians in Mexico 
revered gay people. So the mesti¬ 
zos [descendants of mixed ances¬ 
try] made it much more workable 
for gay and lesbian people in Mex¬ 
ico, Central, and South America.” 

“Many transgender Latinas come 
to the U.S. to earn a living. Many of 
them become prostitutes because 
they can’t find other work. And 


many end up going home, where 
they’re treated fine, they’re treated as 
a woman. The horrible thing is, they 
can’t make a living there because of 
the economy and they can’t make a 
living here because of what they are.” 

Political muscle 

Other reasons for the Latino 
response may have to do with re¬ 
acting to widespread anti-immi¬ 
grant feeling. 

“In California, there’s a very 
strong sign that the Latino voting 
population is growing and getting 
stronger,” Teague said. “The share 
of has more than doubled in the 
last four years. 

“This is very encouraging for 
gays and lesbians in terms of pub¬ 
lic policy, and it opens things up 


for alliances we had not thought 
of before. 

“Latinos have been the subjects 
of discrimination and prejudice; 
they know what it’s about, and 
when they identify something 
[discriminatory] they will oppose 
it whatever form it takes.” 

Teague said attacks against 
Spanish-speaking immigrants, at 
the ballot box and in a larger con¬ 
text of prejudice, may have “awak¬ 
ened Hispanic people to the 
power of the majority against a lot 
of minorities.” 

“With voting every two years, 
this is put to the test,” Teague said. 
“There’s an increasing Latino 
presence [in voting] and there’s 
sympathy” for gays and lesbians 
who also face discrimination. T

Looking ahead 

NCTC's 2001-02 season announced

Pp he New Conservatory Theatre Center, current- 
9 ly enjoying its most successful season, has an- 
9 nounced a 2001-2002 season that further dis¬ 
tances it.from ifs “Nude Conservatory” notoriety. 

“Maybe our audiences didn’t know it at the 
time,” said artistic director Ed Decker, “but they 
were ready for other things. I think it’s important to 
stay ahead of the audience a little bit.” 

Staging Passion is the name the theater has given 
to its seventh Pride Season. “We’re trying to do plays 
that not only address the gay issue, but also address 
the other people who are in our lives, the other is¬ 
sues we deal with,” Decker said. “Our sexuality is not 
the only thing. So Pm trying to make sure the m£ 
terial is reflective of the fiiller lives we lead.” 

A number of Bay Area and West Coast pre¬ 
mieres are part of the six-play subscription season, 
which also includes one world premiere. The main 
season will be preceded by two non-subscription 
special events that are both area premieres. Here’s a 
look at what’s happening at New Conservatory 
during the coming season. 

• Save It for the Stage: The Life of Reilly (Aug. 8- 
Sept. 9) The first of the special events is the Bay 
Area premiere of 70-year-old actor-director 
Charles Nelson Reilly’s one-man retrospective of 
his career and life. His credits range from creating 
the role of Cornelius Hackl in Hello, Dolly! to his 
hyper-queen stint on Match Game to directing Julie 
Harris in The Belle of Amherst 

“One of my board members brought the pro¬ 
ject to my attention, and so I met with Charles and 
we had a great time,” Decker said. “He’s such a char¬ 
acter, and he’s got stories that go on for days.” 

• Avow (Aug. 15-Oct. 20) The second special 

event is the West Coast premiere of Mass Appeal 
playwright Bill C. Davis’ recent play about the ram¬ 
ifications of a gay couple’s request of their parish 
priest to bless their union. . 

“It’s not on the main season because I didn’t 
think it was going to happen,” Decker said. “So 
when it did, we didn’t want to miss the opportuni¬ 
ty to work with the playwright He’s offered to par¬ 
ticipate in the process.” 

• The Last Session (Oct. 17-Dec. 8) The main sea¬ 
son begins with the Bay Area premiere of a musical 
about a songwriter making a final album for his life 
partner. Steve Schalchlin wrote the songs (with ad¬ 
ditional lyrics by John Bettis and Marie Cain), and 
Jim Brochu wrote the book. 

“They have been waiting to come to San Francis¬ 
co, and we wanted to wait until we were able to give 
it a full production,” Decker said. “The music is really 
lovely, and it’s got a very upbeat, hopeful ending 
that’s important as far as the health environment in 
our community is concerned. The guy is dealing 
with HIV, but we’re hesitant to put that spin on it. 


because that’s not really what the play is about.” 

• The Crumple Zone (Oct. 31-Jan. 12) This is the 
West Coast premiere for Buddy Thomas’ recent 
Off-Broadway comedy about three gay roommates 
on Staten Island coming to a crisis one frantic 
Christmas weekend. 

“In some ways it’s reminiscent of the group of 
people you would find in Love! Valour! Compassion! 
There’s comedy there, but because they’re such 
good friends, it goes beyond that,” Decker said. “I 
got the play for P.A. Cooley [who was in NCTC’s 
Love! Valour! Compassion! J, but he’s still deciding if 
he can do it.” 

• The Mystery of Irma Vep (Jan. 9-Feb. 23) A 
classic of playwright Charles Ludlam’s Theatre of 
the Ridiculous, this send-up of gothic melodramas 
employs two actors portraying in quick-change 
fashion an array of exotic characters. “I’ve just 
wanted to do it for years,” Decker said. “I just think 
it’s hysterical.” 

• Legion (Jan. 23-Aprii 6) This is the world pre¬ 
miere of Hal Corley’s drama about the world of 
“straight” husbands who maintain a secret gay life, 
focusing on two suburbanites who have spent 20 
years dealing with a shared erotic moment. 

“It just sort of sat in the pile by my nightstand 
for a long time,” Decker said, “and when I finally 
picked it up, I just couldn’t put it down. It’s a very 
haunting piece. It’s based on the author’s personal 
experiences, and I think it’s going to knock people’s 
socks off.” 

• Shakespeare’s R&J (April 24-June 29,2002) Joe 
Calarco’s version of Romeo and Juliet, in its West 
Coast premiere, is set in a repressive Catholic boys 
school, where four young men face the concept of 
forbidden love for the first time. 

“It took me four years to get this play,” Decker 
said. “The producers had a very grand commercial 
sense about it for San Francisco, so they were hold¬ 
ing out. But it’s not that kind of pla^ It’s a very in¬ 
timate experience.” 

• The Ritz (May 15-June 29,2002) Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally’s farce is set in a gay bathhouse not unlike the 
Continental Baths in the early 1970s, where an un¬ 
comprehending straight man takes refuge from a 
Mafia hit man, and where a dizzy chanteuse is hold¬ 
ing court. 

“I remember those bathhouse days from the 
’70s, and I think the play is just hysterical,” Decker 
said. “Terrence is working with me on the script, try¬ 
ing to reduce the huge cast size, and we’re going to 
have to get very creative scenically, because we can’t 
build three floors of a bathhouse on our stage.” 

Decker will direct The Ritz, and Christopher 
Jenkins, who directed Martin Yesterday for NCTC 
this season, will direct Avow. NCTC regular Arturo 
Catricala is expected to direct /rma Vep, with the 
other directorial slots still to be filled. 

Season tickets are $95 to $250. Call 861-8972 for

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Formal permutations of love 

Paris Opera Ballet dances Preljocaj's 'Le Parc' at War Memorial

S ex without love and love 
without sex are probably the 
norm. Yet the ideal is still a 
combination of the two, some¬ 
thing we rarely experience in life 
or on stage. That leaves Anjelin 
Preljocaj’s Le Parc, which had its 
San Francisco premiere last Fri¬ 
day, as the most amazing dance 
about the possibilities of ideal 
love-and-sex that I’ve ever seen. 

Part of the exchange between 
San Francisco Ballet (just about to 
visit Paris’ Palais Gamier) and the 
venerable Paris Op<§ra Ballet (the 
oldest company in the world, dat¬ 
ing back to the Sun King’s 1661 
Royal Academy of Dance), the 
Preljocaj piece was not anticipated 
by me, at least. His Landscape after 
the Battle a few months ago 
demonstrated misogynistic, post¬ 
modern despair about love and 
sex. Impossible to unite, he 
seemed to say. It’s really about 
power and killing. Ugh. 


Using three famous French 
novels — Madeleine de Scud£ry’s 
La Clelie (1654); Mme. de 
Lafayette’s La Princesse de Cleves 
(1678); and Choderlos de Laclos’ 
Les Liaisons dangereuses (1782) — 
as his starting point, Preljocaj ex¬ 
plores the permutations of love 
and sex through a formal romp in 
a garden (lepare) extracted from 
the “Map of Attraction” in Scud- 
fry’s novel. 

In Le Parc, Preljocaj has jetti¬ 
soned his fashionable postmodern 
despair and no longer assumes 
that love is not possible and sex is 
merely an amusing way to pass 
time. (Although Landscape dates 
from 1997 and Le Parc from 1994, 
suggesting he may have gone from 
hope to despair instead of the 
other way around.) He isn’t, how¬ 
ever, a consistent enough choreo¬ 
grapher to animate his theme for 
the entire 100-minute, intermis¬ 
sionless three-act ballet. Yet he 
comes through at the end of each 
act with a pas de deux for the lead¬ 
ing couple that leads to complete

physical and psychic surrender. 
These duets are so potent — and 
were so potently danced by Elisa¬ 
beth Maurin and Manuel Legris 
— that at the end, an anonymous 
woman in the orchestra seats 
made a graphic sound that would 
not have been out of place in her 
bedroom. 

All together now 

Except for the obvious fugue in 
the opening corps number (the 
music is by Mozart; the sound 
score by Goran Vejvoda), Preljocaj 


phisticated Legris (much more at¬ 
tractive here than as the selfish 
Solor at opening night’s La 
Bayadere), but when he shows in¬ 
terest in turn, she spurns him. 

The second pas de deux, after 
he has been nuzzling a nubile 
blond half Maurin’s age, is titled 
“Resistance” (the andante from 
the Piano Concerto no. 15). Now 
she is en prise, but he has doubts 
about commitment. He runs his 
hand down her face and throat to 
her stomach, then suddenly turns 
away. He repeats the gesture. She 


bodies. They cuddle, they nestle, 
they roll over each other on the 
floor. She runs at him and leaps 
like a ball into his arms. He lifts 
her with his hand firmly planted 
between her thighs, but if you are 
thinking Michael Smuin or Gerry 
Arpino smut, forget it. This rela¬ 
tionship is now beyond the me¬ 
chanics of sex. The movements 
Preljocaj has devised and the way 
the dancers execute them provide 
both innocence and erotic power. 
They are literally a “couple,” a sin¬ 
gle being so attuned that there is

is unable to stop from setting 
corps numbers as massed unisons. 
When every dancer is doing the 
same thing all the time, with little 
or no counterpoint, you don’t 
know where to look, so the temp¬ 
tation is to close your eyes. I also 
found the four “gardeners” 
(dressed in black, with work 
aprons) tedious, except that the 
choreographer needed them for 
the work’s most spooky sequence 
— “Dream,” where they manipu¬ 
late the sleeping Maurin. It’s 
spookily similar to Julia Adam’s 
Night. 

It isn’t until the end of each 
short act that Maurin and Legris 
work out a romantic detente. 
Their first duet, “Encounter” (to 
the andantino from Mozart’s 
Piano Concerto no. 14), is tenta¬ 
tive, flirtatious, hostile, a seeming 
dead-end. Dressed like a man in 
cream-colored Mozart drag, Mau¬ 
rin is interested in the cool, so- 


tries it on him, but half-heartedly. 
He rolls around her body with his 
head, under her arm, over her 
back and neck, down her sides. 
But they can’t connect, and at that 
point I thought we were in for 
more fashionable angst; I should 
have trusted Preljocaj. 

After Maurin’s dream, she and 
Legris come together for “Aban¬ 
donment” (adagio from Piano 
Concerto no. 23). This is not “My 
man done gone” abandonment, 
but total physical and emotional 
abandonment to the power of sex 
and love entwined. Both have 
shed their formal clothes. He’s in 
knee breeches and loose shirt; 
she’s in an 18th-century nightie, 
so short it reveals a flesh-colored 
leotard (worn with bare legs.) 

This duet conjured an image of 
a pair of kittens, unselfconscious 
in their physical play. Both of 
them rub their faces and the tops 
of their heads on each other’s 


no separating them. 

The dancers are superb. Bless 
the Parisians for not shunning their 
senior ballerinas. Both Maurin (38) 
and Fanny Gaida (40), who danced 
Nikiya in the Paris Opera Ballet’s 
opening night La Bayadere, are. 
women “of a certain age,” and the 
lines on their faces proclaim it 
proudly. (I kept thinking how 
much more beautiful Jeanne More¬ 
au got as she aged.) Besides, no 
sweet young thing would be able to 
abandon herself to a man’s em¬ 
brace as significantly yet unselfcon¬ 
sciously as Maurin did. 

I have no idea if Preljocaj is 
gay, but I wouldn’t be surprised. 
Few straight male choreographers 
(is that an oxymoron?) could get 
inside a woman’s typically hope¬ 
less (at least in real life) dream of 
a love relationship that is exactly 
what this one becomes at the end 
of Le Parc — violent, tender, 
all-consuming, liberating. T

For a poem titled “The Last of 
Her,” for example, we first see a 
drag performer (marvelously es¬ 
sayed by Cedric Brown) lip sync¬ 
ing to Jennifer Holliday’s Dream- 
girls arias, and it’s both a comic 
evocation and a passionate ren¬ 
dering of the songs. But this fray¬ 
ing diva falters in the clutch, 
which leads the other cast mem¬ 
bers to perform White’s sympa¬ 
thetic but unsentimentalized eu¬ 
logy for a passing era. 

Even a subtle change in tone, 
lighting, and body language can 
provide theatricality. In “Making 
Some Black History,” White uses a 
laundry list of civil-rights imagery 


to create the kind of double en¬ 
tendres once heard in old blues 
songs. At first the audience laughs 
at the erotic objectification of 
such icons as the Underground 
Railroad, but what seems an irrev¬ 
erent satire morphs into a heart¬ 
felt longing for black-on-black 
connection. 

Not all of the poetry packaging 
works. Setting a piece about a gay 
man recalling the wake for his late 
lover in an otherwise straight be¬ 
reavement group, leading the 
other members to mug their dis¬ 
approval, evokes laughter that dis¬ 
tracts from what the poem is real¬ 
ly about. And not all of the selec¬ 
tions were born to be on a stage, 
causing energies to occasionally 
flag. 

In addition to Brown, the cast 


includes Derek Lassiter, Andre dos 
Santos Morgan, Duran Rutledge, 
and Marlon M. Bailey, and besides 
finding individual moments to 
shine, they work together smooth¬ 
ly in spoken work, song, and 
movement. 

Though rooted in the gay 
African-American experience, For 
Colored Boys... is an accessible 
work more about feelings than 
politics. White’s poetry has a heart 
that beats with irony, confidence, 
and affection. T

T he sexual revolution is over. 
England won,” says the title 
character in the ’90s come¬ 
dy Jeffrey as he renounces sex 
rather than deal with its modern 
complications. Back in 1980, be¬ 
fore the revolution was under¬ 
mined by AIDS, English play¬ 
wright Caryl Churchill created a 
play fueled by the disappearing re¬ 
straints on sexual behavior. It 
might seem that Cloud 9 was a 
play of a moment that has passed, 
but that’s not at all the case. 

Even as its characters are dis¬ 
covering new possibilities in rela¬ 
tionships — and not just playing 
at Bob & Carol & Ted & Alice 
games — they are also con¬ 
fronting the often unnerving ram¬ 
ifications of this freedom. It’s not 
hard to imagine how HIV would 
eventually take its place in this 
group’s ongoing journey. 

These thoughtful underpin¬ 
nings are evident in the play’s first 
San Francisco production in sev¬ 
eral years, and though some of the 
laughs as lost due to a question¬ 
able casting choice, Cloud 9 is 
foremost a comedy that has found 
stylish life at the New Conservato¬ 
ry Theatre Center. 

Churchill constructed the play 
in two parts that are set in very 
different worlds and told in very 
different styles. Even so, the acts 
imaginatively complement each 
other while underscoring the 
characters’ journey. 

In the first act, the characters 
are found as a proper Victorian 
family living as colonialists in 
Africa. But beneath the decorous 
surface seethes all manner of pas¬ 
sions, repressions, and frustra¬ 
tions. 

In almost slapstick fashion, like 
Feydeau farce with a social agen¬ 
da, we see how Clive, the rigid fa¬ 
ther, lusts after an independent- 
minded widow while insisting 
that his wife, Betty, play the role of 
the little woman. She in turn is 
aroused by a robust explorer, but 
he’s more interested is spending 
time with the couple’s son, Ed¬ 
ward, who distresses his father by 
playing with his little sister’s dolls. 
Meanwhile, the family governess 
is secretly in love with the wife, 
and a native servant disguises his 
contempt with unctuous loyalty. 
To further compound the permu¬ 
tations, the wife is played by a 
man, the son by a woman, and the 
daughter by a rag doll. 

Century roles 

The second act moves the ac¬ 
tion to London 100 years later, al¬ 
though the returning characters 
have only aged 25 years (and are, 
with one comic-relief exception, 
played by actors of the proper 
gender). The tone is more reflec¬ 
tive and realistic, yet still enter¬ 
taining, as the characters confront 
their changing situations in a 
changing world. 

Betty is now alone, cautiously 
but excitedly exploring a new 
sense of self-worth. Her son, Ed¬ 
ward, has just ended a relationship 
with a bloke who’d rather cruise 
the parks then stay at home. “I 
think I’m a lesbian,” Edward de¬ 


clares as he sets up housekeeping 
with his sister, Victoria, now sepa¬ 
rated from her priggish husband, 
and her new female lover. 

On some levels, Cloud 9 really 
is like two plays requiring distinct 
styles. Director Arturo Catricala 
has pulled off this duality, though 
the stylized first act is more confi¬ 
dently performed than the more 
natural dynamics of the second. 

For most part, the actors skill¬ 
fully play radically different char¬ 
acters. Most startlingly, Kenny 
Neal Shultz begins the play by 
finding humanity in Betty, a 
comic-book version of the perfect 
Victorian wife, before believably 
becoming Gerry, a leather-clad 
gay bloke with a penchant for ca¬ 
sual sex. Other effective transfor¬ 
mations include John-Michael 
Beck as a trouble-making native 
servant and a bratty little girl; 
Megan Towle as doll-playing Ed¬ 
ward and his lesbian sister; Patri¬ 
cia Miller as Betty’s disapproving 
mother and Victoria’s feisty lover; 
Tiffany Hoover as the repressed 


governess, the independent 
widow, and the newly liberated 
Betty; and Jeff Larson as the sexu¬ 
ally conflicted explorer and Victo¬ 
ria’s passive-aggressive husband. 

The main obstacle to fuller sat¬ 
isfaction with this production is 
Lee Corbett’s mannered, actorish 
performances as the tradition- 
bound husband of the first act 
and his sensitive gay son of the 
second act. Corbett plays husband 
Clive with the doddering 
harumphing bluster of someone 
twice his age, while playing Ed¬ 
ward with a boyishness that looks 
foolish on someone of Corbett’s 
age. The artifice is just too great in 
both cases. 

It’s a problem, but not one that 
ultimately capsizes the enjoyment 
of once again encountering the se¬ 
rious fun of Cloud 9. T

T hough A Knight’s Tale is only 
the third film 21-year-old 
Perth, Australia native 
Heath Ledger has starred in, it 
seems that he is off to an auspi¬ 
cious Hollywood career and is fol¬ 
lowing in the heels of some other 
very successful Down Under 
movie heroes gone American. “It’s 
not as amazing as it seems,” 
Ledger said when I asked him how 
he explains the sudden rise in 
popularity of Australian and New 
Zealand actors in America. 

“You have Academy Award 
winners Russell Crowe, Mel Gib¬ 
son, Geoffrey Rush and nominee 
Cate Blanchett, and maybe a 
handful of other Australian or 
New Zealander actors who have 
made it in Hollywood, and imme¬ 
diately everyone in America be¬ 
gins to say, ‘What is in the water 
down there that is producing so 
many great movie stars?’ Well, yes, 
those stars are fantastic, but there 
are only a few who have made it so 
successfully from there in relation 
to all the great actors that conti¬ 
nent has.” 

You may remember Ledger as 
the oldest son of Mel Gibson from 
last summer’s hit Civil War peri¬ 
od piece, The Patriot. A. lot has 
changed in one year for Ledger, 
who has gone from supporting 
actor to top billing in two years 
and three movies. His first film, 10 
Things I Hate About You, was an 
ensemble retelling of Shake¬ 
speare’s The Taming of the Shrew. 

With A Knight’s Tale, Ledger 
keeps his tradition of playing in 
period pieces. In it, he is William 
Thatcher, a fearless, sometimes 
foolhardy 14th-century young 
man who decides to impersonate 
a knight. Coming from nowhere, 
he becomes a superstar, to the 
sounds of thunderous hoofbeats, 
the rising roar of the crowd, and 
most remarkably, an infusion of 
popular music that releases a lot 
of energy. And not popular 14th- 
century music. Think Queen, 
Elvis Presley, David Bowie and 
AC/DC, set to the theme of joust¬ 


ing tournaments. 

Academy Award-winning 
screenwriter (LA Confidential ) 
Brian Helgeland has crafted A 
Knight’s Tale, loosely based on The 
Canterbury Tales, into a medieval 
classic for the new millennium. 

Filmed primarily in the an¬ 
cient-looking city of Prague, A 
Knight’s Tale came in at a budget 
of less than $40 million. Not 
much money by today’s Holly¬ 
wood standards, where movies 
such as the soon-to-be-released 
Pearl Harbor required over $200 
million of Disney’s money. 

“Playing William allowed me 
to present a smorgasbord of emo¬ 
tions and looks,” said Ledger. “I 
start off a pauper with dreadlocks, 
and end up looking like I do on 
the poster for the film and be¬ 
coming a real knight, all the while 
looking for my father who aban¬ 
doned me, trying to find true love, 
and fighting for my life.” 

This past winter, Ledger was 
named ShoWest’s Star of Tomor¬ 
row. Past winners of that honor 
have included Matt Damon, Drew 


Barrymore and Jodie Foster. “I 
don’t,make much of the award,” 
exclaimed Ledger. “ShoWest and 
their awards are all for the stu¬ 
dios.” 

Smoking gun 

Walking into a suite at The 
Four Seasons in Beverly Hills, 
Ledger puffed away on a cigarette, 
then another and another. 

“I think it was contingent on 
everyone in the movie to smoke,” 
he laughed. “Every actor in the 
film smoked, even the ones from 
America.” 

Ledger was on a horse for 
much of his latest film. He ex¬ 
plained how, in one scene, he al¬ 
most lost a body part. “Yeah. In 
one jousting scene, I was getting 
ready to ride along the long beam. 
For some reason, the horse took 
off before I expected him to, and 
my leg was almost torn off. The 
horse went too close to the beam 
and actually crashed into it and 
broke it Jf I had not lifted my leg 
at the exact moment that I did, I 
would only have one leg now.

“Thanks to the director [Brian 
Helgeland], we got to Prague two 
months early. He told the execs at 
Columbia Pictures that the actors 
needed to get there early to learn- 
how to ride. The thing is, though, 
we did hardly any training.

each other very well and became 
something of a family,” he says. 

“This ride, my career thus far, 
is surreal. It’s scary and exciting at 
the same time. I had only made 
two movies up to A Knight’s Tale,

Tobias Schneebaum returns to the Amazonian jungle in 'Keep the River../

’m in a hotel room with a 
| sweet little old man, a man my 

mother’s age. We’re not alone. 
At the age of 80, Tobias Schnee¬ 
baum has acquired a bit of a ret¬ 
inue, a lover, a hit film about his 
life, and some very smart young 
people who, when his mind wan¬ 
ders from my questions, jump in 
with the answers. 

“In 1955, Tobias Schneebaum 
disappeared in the Peruvian Ama¬ 
zon. One year later, he walked out 
of the jungle, naked and covered 
in body paint. It took him 45 years 
to go back.” Reduced to those sim¬ 
ple sentences, Schneebaum’s life 
reads like a pitch for a high-con- 
cept Hollywood action film. What 
on earth was he thinking of, what 
was he looking for, and what hap¬ 
pened that caused him so much 
delight and yet made him fear for 
his sanity? Keep the River on Your 
Right: A Modern Cannibal Tale 
opens May 11 in the Bay Area. 

When he made his first trip 
into the jungle in the mid-’50s, 
Schneebaum was a shy Jewish 
man in his mid 30s who had 
gained a small reputation in the 
New York art world (enough to 
snag a Fulbright grant to take a 
year off in the Andes) and a fa¬ 
mous friend or two (novelist Nor¬ 
man Mailer lived next door in an 
East Village coldwater flat.) He 
was also gay, believed himself to 
be ugly, and was deeply unhappy 
with the course his life was taking. 
“I was bored with the art scene. 
Not because I was a bad painter, 
because there are plenty of bad 
painters who are famous.” 

Schneebaum would later claim 
to be searching for inner peace as 
well as some connection to the 
men who both fascinated and ter¬ 
rified him. Both of these he would 
find with an Amazon tribe in an 
obscure place called Macchu Pic- 
chu, which he found by following 
the instruction to “keep the river 
on your right.” 

Since he wasn’t a professional 
anthropologist, Schneebaum was 
free to break one of that profes¬ 
sion’s classic rules and “go native.” 
He seems to have been adopted by 
the men of the Arakmbut tribe as 
a kind of mascot plaything. 
Schneebaum loved being includ¬ 
ed in the Arakmbut’s male sexual 
rituals, and tribe members found 
it amusing to take this funny 
white guy (who was clueless about 
shooting a long bow) along on 
their hunting parties. Schnee¬ 
baum didn’t quite realize what he 
was getting into, until one day his 
tribe conducted a raid on a neigh¬ 
boring village. In a few horrific 
moments, six people were dead, 
their flesh dismembered and 
rolled up in leafy plants later to be 
cooked and devoured by members 
of his war party. Many years later 
Schneebaum would write, “I am a 
cannibal. That four-word sentence 
doesn’t leave my head.” 

Schneebaum’s account of his 
Peruvian adventures in his book 
Keep the River on Your Right ignit¬ 
ed a media feeding frenzy. Later he 
would dryly observe, “It was easi¬ 
er to talk about cannibalism than 
homosexuality.” 

In deepest Manhattan 

Forty years later, Schneebaum 
is quietly living in an art-cluttered 
studio apartment in Greenwich 
Village, supplementing his Social 
Security checks with cruise-ship 
talking tours, when the phone

rings. David and Laurie Gwen 
Shapiro are a brother/sister film- 
making team who had stumbled 
across a copy of Keep the River on 
Your Right in a second-hand 
bookstore. 

David Shapiro says they could¬ 
n’t believe their luck. “We read it. 
We thought,‘This is the real Heart 
of Darkness .’ But we thought the 
guy’s got to be dead and the 
book’s got to be out of print. We 
were wrong on both counts. We 
looked in the phone book just on 
a hunch: where else could he pos¬ 
sibly live but New York, if he were 
alive?” 

Before they met him, Shapiro 
said he and his sister had an image 
of Schneebaum in their heads. 
“We sort of envisioned that any¬ 
one who could make that kind of 
trip had to be a kind of buff, 
machismo, Mutual of Omaha ex¬ 
plorer. When we went over to To¬ 
bias’ apartment, he [turned out to 
be] the gay, charming version of 
our father. We were shocked and 
delighted. That [visit] told us then 
and there that this was a film that 
was going to shatter preconcep¬ 
tions about explorers and sexual¬ 
ity. We knew we had to make this 
film.” 

Laurie Shapiro said their orig¬ 
inal idea to write a screenplay 
based on Schneebaum’s jungle ad¬ 
ventures fell away when they start¬ 
ed taping his stories and turned 
up some incredible video docu¬ 
mentation of his ’60s media 
splash. Realizing that because of 
Schneebaum’s frail health (bouts 
of Parkinson’s disease and three 
hip replacements) they had to 
work fast, the Shapiros took the 
plunge “into the black hole of in¬ 
dependent documentary film- 
making” without the slightest idea 
of how they were going to pay for 
it all. 

Finding one angel to fund a 
trip to Indonesia, where Schnee¬ 
baum was movingly reunited with 
an old tribal lover, the Shapiros re¬ 
alized that the heart and soul of 
any theatrical film would be to 
convince Schneebaum to return, 
45 years later, to the Peruvian jun¬ 
gle village. Laurie Shapiro notes 
that Schneebaum “had these con¬ 
flicting notions of joy and love for 
this tribe, but also, I guess, some 
kind of shame for his experiences 
there.” Shapiro adds that all of 
Schneebaum’s friends and family 
opposed the idea of dragging this 
frail old man back to Peru. After 
months of waiting, finally the call 
came from Schneebaum, “Yes, I’m 
willing to go.” 

Jungle law 

He’d once written, “The jungle 


either accepts you or rejects you. 
Did it accept me, or did I accept 
it?” Today, Schneebaum concedes, 
“I had a need to go back and see if 
could find a way to get rid of the 
demons that were inside me.” He 
adds that he feared what he would 
see when he viewed the once 
beautifully naked tribesmen 
dressed up in cast-off clothing 
from the West. “We can’t adjust to 
them, it’s always that they have to 
adjust to what Westerners say. 
There are so many missionaries in 
the world...” Schneebaum’s sen¬ 
tence trails off, but his meaning is 
clear. 

David Shapiro says that one of 


Schneebaum’s virtues has been ac¬ 
knowledging the effect his visits 
have had on so-called “primitive” 
tribes, forsaking the professional 
doctrine of neutrality that has 
kept many anthropologists from 
admitting to the impact their sci¬ 


ence has had on the peoples 
they’ve studied. 

Schneebaum’s greatest joy was 
reuniting with Aipit, the Indone¬ 
sian tribesman lover he had met 
in the ’70s. Apprehensive that this 
dear friend must be dead by now, 
Schneebaum confesses how 
moved he was by a simple gesture 
Aipit performed during the 
preparations for filming. “Aipit, in 
front of the camera, leaned over 
and kissed me on the cheek. It was 
a really thrilling moment.” 

Ironically, the great joy in 
Schneebaum’s life these days is 
that he no longer sleeps alone. Joel 
Singer notes that he met Schnee¬ 
baum in the early ’80s when 
Singer was in a longterm relation¬ 
ship with the poet James 
Broughton. Upon Broughton’s 
death last year, Singer called 
Schneebaum. “We became lovers 
about 6 months ago, on a trip to 
New York. We went out for dinner, 
and I pretty much haven’t left.” 

Schneebaum adds, “We’re 
sharing the same bed now, and I 
never thought that would happen 
in my life.” T

Picano's ' Onyx' is the latest in a strong year for gay literature

W hat a year this has been 
for queer letters. Here we 
are, only partway 
through May, and my Top 10 list 
is already half-full. We’ve had 
three great novels by writers 
from whom we’ve come 
to expect excellence, 
and they have not 
disappointed. From 
Emma Donoghue’s 
historical Slam- 
merkin (Virago) to 
Michael Nava’s 
Rag and Bone 
(Putnam) and Edith Forbes’ Nav¬ 
igating the Darwin Straits (Seal), 
this new millennium is a readerly 
extravaganza. Add to this largesse 
a new novel by Felice Picano, and 
we readers can happily call this a 
golden year. 

Onyx (Alyson, $24.95) is Pi- 
cano’s latest novel, and it is an ex¬ 


traordinary exploration of a rela¬ 
tionship between two men. Ray is 
a successful music producer who 
wonders whether his life will have 
any meaning when his lover of 12 
years, Jesse, dies. Jesse is on his 
own journey, as he tries both to 
accept his own imminent 
death and to pre¬ 
pare his great love, 
Ray, for that death. 
Jesse is sick enough 
that he and Ray can 
no longer sleep in the 
same room, let 
alone the same 
bed, and in his 
time alone, drift¬ 
ing between consciousness and 
slumber, he makes astonishing 
discoveries. 

Listening to the sounds from 
the kitchen of Ray’s cooking, Jesse 
recalls meals and moments he and 
Ray have shared. “If this was all, all 
life offered, Jesse found himself 
thinking before he subsided back 
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into the mysteriously inviting 
Tantalus of lush pillow and sheets 
that yet never brought rest, I’d 
take it — have taken it, haven’t I 
— but I’ll take it, even take it from 
here, a room apart, without a sight 
of him, just his sounds, from a 
tousled bed, from this fugue of 
sleep, this dreaming life, forever.” 

Reading about this wonderful 
relationship, I found myself think¬ 
ing that we’d have to be crazy to 
settle for anything less than this 
depth of feeling, this harmonious 
joining of kindred spirits. 

Don’t think that Onyx is mere 
romance, although it is that, glo¬ 
riously. Picano offers a look at gay 
life in the last decade, and he 
shows us the varieties of queer ex¬ 
perience through the eyes of a re¬ 
markable collection of characters. 
There’s Mike, a married man who 
finds Ray irresistible, and learns 
there’s lots more to a sexual life 
than the missionary position with 
a woman, and J. K., Ray’s friend 
who gives a whole new meaning 
to the word flamboyant. And then 
there’s Jesse’s mother, possibly the 
most evil bitch in the history of 
literature. No kidding, compared 
to Adele Moody, Simon Legree 
was Mister Nice Guy. What is so 
impressive about Picano’s ab¬ 
solute mastery of the craft of fic¬ 
tion is that each of these charac¬ 
ters is entirely individual, com¬ 


pletely credible, absolutely unfor¬ 
gettable. That mastery extends to 
plot as well. Onyx is rich with sub¬ 
plots, and each is fully realized 
and seamlessly woven into the 
fabric of the narrative. Onyx is an 
unforgettable novel, one that will 
have you weeping and laughing 
and reveling in the unmatched joy 
of a loving relationship. Don’t 
miss it. 

Winners all around 

Terry Ryan is the writing half of 
cartoonist T.O. Sylvester, whose 
witty cartoons once graced the 
* Chronicle's Book Review. In her 
first foray into writing something 
longer than a caption, Ryan gives 
us a memoir of her family that is 
funny, moving, entertaining, and 
empowering. The Prize Winner of 
Defiance, Ohio: How My Mother 
Raised 10 Kids on 25 Words or Less 
(Simon & Schuster, $24.95) tells 
the remarkable tale of Evelyn 
Ryan, a woman who took life’s 
lemons and constructed an ex¬ 
quisite souffle. Evelyn’s husband 
was an alcoholic, and in the 1940s, 
Catholic women did not leave 
their husbands. “Lovelorn colum¬ 
nists ... preached that a wife should 
quit complaining and learn to love 
her husband better so he wouldn’t 
feel neglected and turn to drink.... 
Mom chuckled openly at this idea. 
To her, the world’s blind deference 
to the man of the house was a 
grand mistake that we should 
blithely ignore.” 

If her husband drank most of 
his paycheck, she would find a way 
to feed her children. With a fami¬ 
ly of ten kids, going out to work 
was not an option, so Evelyn used 
her skill with words to win con¬ 
tests, and in so doing, taught her 
children never to give up. 

Ryan weaves her mother’s con¬ 
test entries and light verse into a 
family tale of one woman’s heroic 
efforts to cope with life’s vicissi¬ 
tudes. She captures the chaos of a 
household full of very active chil¬ 
dren with grace and good humor. 
Ryan never makes light of her fa¬ 



ther’s abuse, but the heart of this 
fine memoir is the power of a 
woman determined to do right by 
her family. Evelyn Ryan loved 
words and what they could do if 
chosen with care and arranged 
with skill. Her daughter clearly has 
inherited her mother’s gift. The 
Prize Winner of Defiance, Ohio is a 
delightful read.

Asian ennui

Dress Like a Boy by Quentin 
Lee; Writer's Club Press, 

$11.95 

D ress Like a Boy, Quentin 
Lee’s first novel, is a tale of 
Bay Area alienation. This 
self-published work illuminates 
the life of Edward Ng, a 
21-year-old student who is fin¬ 
ishing his last year at UC Berke¬ 
ley. Edward attempts to balance 
an affair with the bisexual David 
and a longing for his own clos¬ 
eted cousin, Victor. These sepa¬ 
rate entanglements are perme¬ 
ated with Edward’s adult reac¬ 
tion to a repressed childhood in 
the home of his Chinese aunt and uncle, 
and his general sense of alienation. 

The author’s greatest success is his depiction of 
Edward’s overall malaise: a wistful longing for some¬ 
thing outside of himself combined with a slightly 
paranoid edge. Edward’s Asian American roots, and 
that community’s strong sense of propriety, compli¬ 
cate his coming out as a gay man. His emotional in¬ 
security goes back to the day when the 11-year-old 
Edward’s Hong Kong mother sent him to live with 
his American extended family. A good student, 


blessed with seemingly unlim¬ 
ited financial resources, Ed¬ 
ward remains chronically un¬ 
happy. 

Quentin Lee’s prose is 
spare, detached, and generally 
effective in communicating his 
central character’s dilemma. 
But the novel would benefit 
from more three-dimensional 
supporting characters (espe¬ 
cially those who are female) 
and a stronger editorial hand. 
There are several errors in 
usage, usually involving pro¬ 
nouns or prepositions, that a 
good editor would correct. But 
these minor technical inadequa¬ 
cies do not diminish the overall 
impact of the work. Edward is 
spoiled, selfish, and confused, 
but his perceptions are keen. The 
author provides his central character with the rich, 
multicultural Bay Area as the milieu for his urban 
ennui, and he reflects the unique perspective of the 
young Asian American gay man. This first novel de¬ 
serves the attention of young men like Edward, or 
those who wish to learn about them.

like the height of television homo¬ 
eroticism. 

Did he think he was pushing it 
too far, with the liberties available 
to the filmmakers at the “No Lim¬ 
its” cable channel Showtime? “The 
scene between the cop Bill Rivera 
(Randy Thomas) and Michael 
Tolliver originally opened on the 
cop’s ass and a very large, shaved 
scrotum. But it was cut when 
somebody at the ‘No-Limits’ 
channel decided that there was a 
limit! And it was sphincters and 
scrotums.” 

When I noted that I spotted a 
number of scrotums in Further 
Tales, he added, “Actually, we do 
have a fairly good scrotal count, 
that’s true. But that big old mus¬ 
cular butthole was too much for 
the brass. I was very sorry to lose 
that, because I loved that shot! You 
can’t tell exactly what you’re look¬ 
ing at, and then the camera pulls 
back and you go, ‘Oh my God!”’ 

High society 

But the sensational aspects of 
San Francisco’s swinging, sexually 
liberated, pre-AIDS era are only a 
small part of the action of Further 
Tales. The cast of sweet, goofy, 
marijuana-altered, misguided, 
wise, libidinous and innocent 
characters arrives intact from the 
previous Showtime production, 
More Tales of the City, filmed four 
years ago. One of the great plea¬ 
sures is the actress who plays Prue 
Giroux in one of the less believ¬ 
able plotlines, an affair between a 
socialite and a homeless man in 
Golden Gate Park. Mary Kay Place 
appeared only briefly in previous 
episodes as a faintly ridiculous 
middle-aged socialite whose most 
memorable moment was her 
“Let’s Rap About Rape” scene. 
Place, a talented actress who has 
not had the career that she de¬ 
serves, finally gets a chance to 
shine in Further Tales. She’ll al¬ 
ways be Mary Hartman’s next- 
door neighbor, the folk-singing 
Loretta Haggers, to me. 

Maupin acknowledges the 
ridiculousness of the Prue charac¬ 
ter. But Place is such a thorough 
actress that when she found out 
that Prue was faintly inspired, 
shall we say, by Pat Montandon, 
she asked if she could meet her. So 
I called Montandon, and she was 
quite gracious about it, and we 
went over and had tea at her 
house just over the hill in the next 
valley. The two of them hit if off 
like a house afire. They were both 
from Oklahoma, have airy-fairy 
spiritual concerns, and are gra¬ 
cious, gregarious people. 

“Now that I know who this 
woman is, I’m really concerned 
about how to portray her!” said 
Place. “She’s doing some really 
crazy things, but she’s shown to be 
a decent person in spite of the 
ridiculous nature of her adven¬ 
tures.” 

The Mary Hartman connec¬ 
tion runs deeper than Place’s role 
in Tales. “I sold Tales to the Chron-

more. I have worked six days a 
week for 18 straight months.” 

Making movies is quite a 
stretch from Ledger’s initial stint 
in acting. “Doing television in 
Australia was a lot easier. There 
was no traveling involved. I actu¬ 
ally played the first gay teen on 
Australian television when I was 
16,” he said proudly. “That was my 
first big role, the role that got me 
noticed in my country. I moved 
from Perth to Sydney to do that 
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television show.” 

I noticed a distinctive-looking 
piece of jewelry around Ledger’s 
neck while we were chatting, and 
as he was about to leave, I asked 
him about it. “Oh, this,” he said, 
pointing to the necklace made of 
string and shells. “Dijmon Hinsou 
put that on me during a scene in 
the Miramax movie Four Feather 
that we just finished making. I 
haven’t taken it off yet. I guess it 
has become a part of me.” ▼

oughly unlikely character Luke 
(Henry Czerny), a mysterious 
homeless man, also grew out of 
Maupin’s reality. “Sometime in 
the late ’70s, I stumbled onto a 
homeless man living in a lean-to 
at the base of Telegraph Hill. He 
invited me in for a cup of coffee. 
He had. a cot, and he claimed to 
be there doing earthquake re¬ 
search. He said he was studying 
the behavior of small animals. He 
was a former Merchant Seaman 
in his 40s, with about two teeth in 
his head. Like something out of 
Mark Twain. 

“I would make my way several 
days a week down this little secret 
path down through the garden of 
the Greenwich steps to his lean-to, 
and we’d have wonderful conver¬ 
sations. I was dying to write about 
him of course, but I didn’t want to 
blow his cover, so I changed the 
location of the shack to Golden 
Gate Park, and created a new 
identity for him. But the idea of a 
socialite having an affair with a 
charismatic homeless man grew 
out of my own friendship with 
Olin Cobb, his name was. 

“Eventually, he was discovered 
when those yuppie condos got put 
in down there. They forced him to 
leave, and he became a bit of a 
local celebrity in the newspaper. 
Periodically he’d send me post¬ 
cards and tell me where he had re¬ 
located.” 

Career moves 

Perhaps the most difficult chal¬ 
lenge of Further Tales, the book 
and the movie, was to keep Mary 
Ann likable. By the time of the 
third installment, she has become 
a self-involved, ambitious charac¬ 
ter. How do you overcome that 
quality in your protagonist? “I al¬ 
ways think of that as a later devel¬ 
opment in Mary Ann myself, but a

lot of readers have said, ‘I knew 
she was a bitch from the moment 
she rejected Connie Bradshaw!’ 

“Mary Ann was my caveat to 
myself,” Maupin said. “Mary Ann 
was my way of telling myself, 
‘Don’t let ambition and fame take 
you someplace you don’t want to 
be.’ I was always flirting with the 
power-hungry side of Mary Ann. 
At least I hope she remains sym¬ 
pathetic, because that ambition 
gets her into terrible trouble! She 
ends up having to bury a body to 
get out of a mess! There’s not a 
moment throughout the series in 
which her ambition and her ma¬ 
nipulative nature don’t blow up in 
her face! 

“I’ve always seen Tales of the 
City as a morality play,” Maupin 
said. “I used to laugh at the notion 
promulgated by the Rev. Donald 
Wildman that this is an immoral 
work. Tales is more moral than 
most things in popular culture be¬ 
cause it does have an attitude 
about right and wrong, and it tries 
to fall out on the side of compas¬ 
sion and generosity and love.” ▼ 


icle on the strength of Mary Hart¬ 
man,” Maupin said. “I said, ‘Look, 
there’s this hip nighttime soap 
opera with a satiric edge that’s all 
the craze right now, and you 
should let me do this for the news¬ 
paper.’” 

If the third sequence of the on¬ 
going saga of life in San Francisco 
does not exactly stand on its own, 
devotees of the books and of the 
two previous series will be grati¬ 
fied to see Maupin’s novels once 
again come to life. This time, it’s 
1981. The characters (and, coinci¬ 
dentally, the actors) have aged 
four years since we left them in 
More Tales. Will Mary Ann ever 
settle down with Mr. Right? What 
about DeDe (Barbara Garrick, 
here physically transformed into a 
toughened dyke) and her twins, 
Edgar and Anna, who last disap¬ 
peared at Jim Jones’ Jonestown? 
Will Michael ever see his true love, 
Dr. Fielding, again? What of Mrs. 
Madrigal (the sadly smiling 
Olympia Dukakis), the “mother” 
of all of the family at 28 Barbary 
Lane on Russian Hill? And how 
will the new gay plague, as yet un¬ 
named, affect them all? 

Twist and shout 

There are new plotlines, 
fleshed out by Maupin and co¬ 
writer James Lecesne before 
shooting began. Among these are 
the more developed role of Anna’s 
whorehouse madame of a moth¬ 
er, Mother Mucca (played with 
great relish by Jackie Burroughs). 
She brings with her a new plot 
twist (as if Tales required another 
one!) which reveals another secret 
from Mrs. Madrigal’s past. And in 
one of the new series’ funnier bits, 
Sandra Oh plays the supremely 
nasty evening news anchor Bambi 
Kanetaka, Mary Ann’s nemesis at 
the TV station, where our heroine 
is relegated to the role of usherette 
at the afternoon Bargain Movie. In 
one of those coincidences that the 
author loves, “we found yet an¬ 
other way to create an incestuous 


connection with another charac¬ 
ter,” Maupin said. “Originally, 
when Mary Ann persuades Bambi 
not to blow the whistle on her, 
there wasn’t enough motivation in 
the novel. The screenplay comes 
up with a very good reason for 
Bambi to keep her mouth shut.” 

In case you’ve forgotten your 
Tales chronology, Rock Hudson, 
or his spirit at least, appears in 
Further, where he is thinly dis¬ 
guised as a closeted Hollywood 
matinee idol who takes a shining 
to Michael. Like many aspects of 
the novels, this was mined from 
the author’s own life. His affair 
with Hudson is practically leg¬ 
endary. 

Less known is that the thor-

Much ado 

D on’t ever let anyone get away with dedaring there’s nothing 
to do in this town. Maybe that would be the case if your pri¬ 
mary interest was fiddle music at outdoor festivals attended 
mainly byjeathermen and women, but even then you’d only go 
through droughts, not famine. 

This week’s calendar is jam-packed with cultural events both of 
mass appeal and targeted to various segments of the transgender, 
bisexual, lesbian and gay community.

Colbert's'Pom Fiction'

t took four years for Gino Col¬ 
bert to make and release Porn 
Fiction. The project was halted 
by various cast members awaken¬ 
ing to Jesus, or being incapacitat¬ 
ed by drugs. Performers had to be 
re-engaged, and an entire scene 
reshot when footage was 
stolen. These delays have 
left a number of the video’s 
performers, as well as the 
catch-phrase pun of its 
title, lacking currency. 

But that’s not all that 
makes so much of Porn 
Fiction passe. Watching 
it, I’m re¬ 
minded of 
a jack-off 
party I was 

at in the late 1970s. One of the 
guests was a suit type, a big gold 
ring, steak and martini kind of 
guy, who fondled a lot of dicks 
while talking about pussy. This 
stimulated him, but it seemed 
particularly out of step to the rest 
of us gay libbers, that tales of 
women’s genitals were considered 
an aphrodisiac. 

Call me old-fashioned, but 
what can I say: I’m gay. I believe in 
the absence of women in gay 
porn. Especially the cheap tarts 
Colbert favors, with their shaved 
vaginas calculatedly exposed. 
They aren’t decorative, and they 
don’t have sex. It seems their func¬ 
tion in the movie is to confirm an 
unendurable plot device: the het¬ 
erosexuality of the guys. 

We’re not talking a stimulating 
bisexuality here, but straightness 
that’s somehow supposed to make 
men having gay sex more manly. 
Variations are worked in each of 
the four scenes of Porn Fiction, as 
husbands deceive their wives, clos¬ 
et cases are brutalized, gay-bash¬ 
ers are made to endure male sex as 
punishment, and psycho jailbirds 
terrorize their captives with forced 
male-male sex. Yes, I know there’s 
titillation in Colbert’s being polit¬ 
ically incorrect. But his half-

cooked, alienating fantasies are 
hobbled by more than just his tra¬ 
ditionally cheap sets (those echo¬ 
ing plywood walls and faceless 
rented furniture). His scripts are 
barely written, and his direction of 
unschooled performers is either 
nonexistent or unreceived. And if 
he’s reworking the pulp genre, if 
this is actually a satire of bad 
porn, his work is so lacking 
a defining style that it 
comes off as the real 
thing: bad porn. 

It’s all so confus- 
r ing to a simple gay 
boy that I longed to 
forego the loathsome 
and-10 minute psy- 

_ chodra- 

mas that 

_ replace 

actual 

foreplay in each scene. But if, like 
me, you have to slog through 
them, you’ll still find much of the 
sex effective when it finally arrives. 
In keeping with the general tone, 
it’s pretty loveless. The sex act is 
rendered as a forceful and abrupt 
event, lacking sensuality or tease. 
Cocks are introduced to a mouth 
or an ass like a plug to a drain. 
This allows some of the cast mem¬ 
bers to whip it up ruggedly, how¬ 
ever, and the clear-eyed videogra- 
phy and lighting record every¬ 
thing well. 

That’s swell 

I appreciated the handsome 
dick of masseur Scott Matthews 
swelling up to impressive size in 
the cradling palm of client Eric 
Evans, before the pair engage in 
sloppy rimming and a brusque 
boffing. Even though I found the 
scene of revenge that Vince Rock¬ 
land is forced to enact particular¬ 
ly repellent, he’s attractive and 
fucks fiercely. 

But fierce takes on new pro¬ 
portions when Jon Vincent arrives 
to terrorize curvaceous J.T. Sloan 
and the slick-dicked Sweet 
William. It’s no surprise that the 
famously volatile (aka druggie) 
Vincent is highly credible as a bru¬ 



tally macho jailbird, and when he 
forces the boys to his will the scene 
is neither fake nor satire. Vincent’s 
first screen appearance in over 
seven years was also his last. Al¬ 
though he looks great and gives an 
especially strong performance, he 
died from a heroin overdose not 
long afterward. 

There’s an effective leather 
scene in which Matt Bradshaw 
gives a workout to Anthony Gallo 
and Mark Everett. Do leather 
boys really bark Dick and Jane 
phrases at each other and think 
it’s butch? “Do you want to suck 
my dick, boy?” “Yes.” “Yes, what?” 
“Yes, sir!” No, sir, real leatherplay 
is more creative than this, as is 
demonstrated when they all shut 
up and ply a succession of dildos 
into Everett’s fascinatingly furry 
ass. 

I don’t like getting tangled up 
in the head trips of Porn Fiction's 
faux-filmmaking. The last seg¬ 
ment especially has a long and 
tangled denouement as a nefari¬ 
ous plot is unraveled. The only 
falling action I want after we all 
shoot is a wilting dick, a cum rag 
and a slice of pizza. Why are these 
people all jabbering at me? Why is 
the director masturbating instead 
of the stars? For unaffectedly 
butch guys having 90 uninter¬ 
rupted minutes of high-impact 
sex, savor the new DVD of Titan’s 
Easy Inn (TITANmen.com). And 
if you want art in porn, try Cliris 
Ward — but that’s our subject for 
next time. ▼

Ziagen (abacavir), Epivir® (lamivudine or 3TC®), and Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT, 
orZDV). 

All 3 of these medicines are called nucleoside analogue reverse transcriptase 
inhibitors (NRTIs). When used together, they help lower the amount of HIV in 
your blood. This helps to keep your immune system as healthy as possible so it 
can fight infection. 

Different combinations of medicines are used to treat HIV infection. You and 
your doctor should discuss which combination of medicines is best for you. 
Trizivir does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. Trizivir has not been studied long 
enough to know if it will help you live longer or have fewer of the medical 
problems that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. Therefore, you must 
see your health care provider regularly. 

Who should not take Trizivir? 

Do not take Trizivir if you have ever had a serious allergic reaction (a 
hypersensitivity reaction) to any of the medicines that make up Trizivir, especially 
Ziagen (abacavir). If you have had such a reaction, return all of your unused 
Trizivir to your doctor or pharmacist. 

Do not take Trizivir if you weigh less than 90 pounds. 

How should 1 take Trizivir? 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as possible, take 
your Trizivir exactly as your doctor prescribes it. Do not skip any doses. 

The usual dosage is 1 tablet twice a day. You can take Trizivir with food or on an 
empty stomach. 


If you miss a dose of Trizivir® (abacavir sulfate, lamivudine, and zidovudine), take 
the missed dose right away. Then, take the next dose at the usual scheduled 
time. Do not let your Trizivir run out. The amount of virus in your blood may 
increase if your anti-HIV drugs are stopped, even for a short time. Also, the virus 
in your body may become harder to treat. 

What should t avoid while taking Trizivir? 

Do not take Epivir, Retrovir, Combivir®, or Ziagen while taking Trizivir. These 
medicines are already in Trizivir. 

Practice safe sex while using Trizivir. Do not use or share dirty needles. Trizivir 
does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or 
blood contamination. 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while taking 
Trizivir. Trizivir has not been studied in pregnant women. It is not known whether 
Trizivir will harm the unborn child. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their babies because HIV is passed to 
the baby in breast milk. Also, Trizivir can be passed to babies in breast milk and 
could cause the child to have side effects. 

What are the possible side effects of Trizivir? 

Life-threatening allergic reaction. Trizivir contains abacavir, which is also 
called Ziagen. Abacavir has caused some people to have a life-threatening 
allergic reaction (hypersensitivity reaction) that can cause death. How to 
recognize a possible reaction and what to do are discussed in “What is the most 
important information I should know about Trizivir?” at the beginning of this 
Medication Guide. 

Lactic acidosis and severe liver problems. The medicines in Trizivir can 
cause a serious condition called lactic acidosis and, in some cases, this 
condition can cause death. Nausea and tiredness that don’t get better may be 
symptoms of lactic acidosis. Women are more likely than men to get this serious 
side effect. 

Blood problems. Retrovir, one of the medicines in Trizivir, can cause serious 
blood cell problems. These include reduced numbers of white blood cells 
(neutropenia) and extremely reduced numbers of red blood cells (anemia). 
These blood cell problems are especially likely to happen in patients with 
advanced HIV disease or AIDS. 

Your doctor should be checking your blood cell counts regularly while you are 
taking Trizivir. This is especially important if you have advanced HIV or AIDS. 
This is to make sure that any blood cell problems are found quickly. 

Muscle weakness. Retrovir, one of the medicines in Trizivir, can cause muscle 
weakness. This can be a serious problem. 

Other side effects. Trizivir can cause other side effects. The most common 
side effects of taking the medicines in Trizivir together are nausea, vomiting, 
diarrhea, loss of appetite, weakness or tiredness, headache, dizziness, pain or 
tingling of the hands or feet, and muscle and joint pain. 

This listing of side effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can 
discuss with you a more complete list of side effects with Trizivir. 

Ask a health care professional about any concerns about Trizivir. If you want 
more information, ask your doctor or pharmacist for the labeling for Trizivir that 
was written for health care professionals. 

Do not use Trizivir for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not give 
Trizivir to other persons.

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Seven days in May

J une may be Pride month on 
the Castro, but May sweeps is 
queer kiss month on TV. Pro¬ 
mos of upcoming queer kisses 
have been running for weeks in 
advance of the programs, just in 
case you might be a billionaire off 
the planet for a few days with the 
Russian space team, or trapped in 
the outback on Survivor. 

Then the big night arrives and 
there you sit, watching shows you 
hate just to see a couple of straight 
actors play gay for two minutes. 

And so we watched Friends for 
only the third time in six years just 
to see Jennifer Aniston smooch 
Winona Ryder. We watched be¬ 
cause we read about it in Enter¬ 
tainment Weekly, People and TV 
Guide and saw the promo about 
150 times. We watched because we 
wanted to see what the kiss would 
be like. 

If this is how straight girls kiss, 
we are very glad we are queer. The 
kiss was bad, really bad. A big slam 
on the mouth, no lip action, no 
tongue, no sensuality whatsoever. 
If this is how Aniston kisses in real 
life, we hold little hope for her 
marriage to Brad Pitt. We had to 
agree with Lisa Kudrow, who 
kissed Aniston after Ryder just to 
see what it was like. Opined 
Kudrow’s Phoebe, “I’ve had better.” 

We are excessively tired of this 
pseudo-lesbian ratings ploy. 
Friends paralleled the big kiss on 
Roseanne a few years back be¬ 
tween Roseanne and Mariel Hem¬ 
ingway (like that would happen in 
real life) as well as the one on 
Grosse Pointe. 

These plots are solely to titillate 
straight male viewers. They don’t 
further queer presence on network 
TV, they don’t broaden perspective 
on queer sexuality, they don’t ad¬ 
dress queer issues. It’s faux queer¬ 
ness. On Friends, Rider’s character 
appeared a total nutcase for re¬ 
vealing her attraction to Aniston’s, 
who claimed their make-out ses¬ 
sion in college as the one outre 
thing she’d ever done. Not funny, 
not groundbreaking, just icky. And 
bad kissing besides. 

Conversely, the much-hyped 
kiss between Jack and Toby at the 
prom on Dawsons Creek was ten¬ 
der and real (and long), a kiss we 
believe and a kiss integral to the 
plot, as Jack has been denying his 
feelings for Toby for months. This 
kiss — coming as it does after Jack 
(Kerr Smith does a fine job in this

role) acknowledges his attraction 
for and fear of involvement with 
Toby, who is comfortably, openly 
gay — was worth the wait and the 
hour. 

Will & Grace manages to rou¬ 
tinely break ground and be funny 
and not use sex gratuitously to 
grab ratings. Spin City doesn’t play 
games with its queer character, 
Carter. Other dramas making 
good use of queer storylines — 
notably ER, Buffy, the Vampire 
Slayer, NYPD Blue, Providence and 
Dark Angel — also avoid the gra¬ 


tuitous queer story and have regu¬ 
lar queer characters who are, like 
Jack on DC, well-integrated into 
the overall plot of the show. 
Friends has a solid team of writers 
and a co-creator who’s queer. 
There’s simply no excuse for this 
kind of pandering.

Pardon her 

Speaking of pandering, the 
Barbara Walters interview on 
20/20 with Denise Rich, former 
wife of Clinton pardonee Marc 
Rich, seemed soooo beside the 
point. Other than getting a 
glimpse of Rich’s disturbingly op¬ 
ulent lifestyle, listening to her not- 
so-great Grammy-nominated 
chart-toppers and detailing the 
tragedy of her daughter’s death 
from cancer, the interview told us 
nothing. Rich can’t discuss the 
pending litigation over the par¬ 
don. So what was the point? Oops 
— we forgot: Ratings! Plus, ABC 
despises Clinton and hasn’t had 
anything to rake him over the 
coals for lately. Of course, that 
may be because he hasn’t been 
President for five months, but hey, 
details, details. 

Speaking of Presidents, we 
continue to be agog at the state¬ 
ments issuing forth from the Bush 
White House. We were especially 
riveted by Dick Cheney’s com¬ 
ments at his press conference on 
energy. Californians aniticipating 
spending much of the summer 
sweltering in the dark will be 
pleased to know that energy con¬ 
servation is “virtuous” but not 
necessary. Not when our nation is 
chock-full of renewable resources 
like trees (trees? What country — 
and century — does Cheney think 
we are living in?) and the Alaskan 
Wildlife Reserve, where we can 
glean up to six whole months of 
energy and only ruin the environ¬ 
ment for several thousand years. 

Inexplicably, Bush’s first 100 
days were given uniformly high 
ratings by the Sunday pundits — 
who were far too busy to notice 
Bush’s destruction of the environ¬ 
ment because they were calling for 
the head (and Bronze Star) of for¬ 
mer Sen. Bob Kerry for his role in 
killing civilians during a raid in 
Vietnam 32 years ago. Republi¬ 
cans — who, it seems, are rou¬ 
tinely able to escape the draft — 
are calling for an investigation. 

We protested the war and were 
jailed for doing so. Some of our 
high school classmates died in the 
war, some fled to Canada. The 
Vietnam War (called the Living 
Room War because it was the first 
to be televised daily) was a horror 
from start to finish. Those of us 
who thought it was wrong think 
so to this day. But if anyone is to 
be investigated for their role in the 
war it should not be Kerry, then a 
24-year-old corporal leading a 
platoon of 19- and 20-year-olds. 
Rather, it should be the Henry 
Kissingers and Robert McNama¬ 
ras and McGeorge Bundys who 
orchestrated a war they never even 
hoped to win, another country’s 
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civil war, which in turn sundered 
our own nation and, as the Kerry 
story plays out, continues to do so. 


Capital steps 

The battle over the death 
penalty also rages on, and as the 
May 16 execution of Timothy 
McVeigh approaches with some 
question still as to whether or 
not it will be televised, the 
subject of capital pun¬ 
ishment has been the 
topic of numerous 
news programs. 

Nightline, Dateline 
and 20/20 have all 
done excellent pieces 
in recent days. 

Nightline 
broadcast the 
audiotapes of 
two executions in Georgia, in¬ 
cluding an electrification which 
took 37 minutes because the pris¬ 
oner would not die. 

In discussing whether or not 
McVeigh’s execution should be 
public (the last public execution 
was in Owensburg, Kentucky 65 
years ago), Ted Koppel reflected on 
Hannah Arendt’s “banality of evil” 
— executions, particularly when 
done correctly, hold little drama. 
There is a disturbing mundanity to 
the events, as the tapes indicated. 

This is what television does at 
its best: provokes discourse on is¬ 
sues of tremendous import. An¬ 
other episode of Nightline detailed 
the case of Johnnie Paul Penry, 
scheduled to be executed in Texas 
a few days before McVeigh. 
Penry’s case is a proof text for op¬ 
ponents and proponents of the 
death penalty. On death row for 
20 years for the rape and murder 
of 22-year-old Pamela Mosley, he 
has had four separate execution 
dates, all stayed. 

Penry has an IQ of 50. He has 
the comprehension of a seven- 
year-old. He never finished first 
grade. And he came from a back¬ 
ground rife with hideous physical 
and sexual abuse. 

Nightline aired interviews with 
him, the attorneys who have han¬ 
dled his case pro bono for the past 
11 years, and the family of his vic¬ 
tim. 

It was true reality TV, with a 
complexity that no movie of the 
week or docudrama could capture. 
The pain of the victim’s family, off¬ 
set by the astounding character of 
Penry, whose comprehension of 
even fairly simple questions is 
vague at best. The program left the 
viewer shattered. The US is one of 
only two nations in the world — 
the other is Kurdistan — to exe¬ 
cute the mentally retarded. 


The Nightline program begs 
many questions, among them this: 
If the US does not execute anyone 
under the age of 15 because any¬ 
one younger is deemed psycho¬ 
logically and intellectually inca¬ 
pable of acting as an adult in com¬ 
mission of a capital crime, how 
can we execute a man with a 
child’s comprehension, whose 
only request of his attor¬ 
neys is for more col¬ 
oring books? 

From the dramatic 
to the much lighter 
side of survival, we 
must congratulate 
Tina Wesson on be¬ 
coming the 
first woman to 
win a Survivor 
challenge. The 
Outback round was grim and 
sometimes grisly, and unlike the 
island series last time around, all 
the problematic characters got 
voted off relatively early in the 
Outback. This made it difficult to 
choose between the final pair of 
cutey-pie Colby and tough-but- 
nice Tina. Both players did an ex¬ 
cellent job, both were deserving of 
the win, but Tina was just a little 
more real, a little more honest, a 
little more worthy of viewer (and 
jury) support. In a well-played 
game in which the final five 
episodes were riveting, Tina was a 


real winner. Brava! 

Finally, our quote of the week 
comes, as ever, from Bill Maher, 
who in discussing the Bush push 
for the unworkable Star Wars mis¬ 
sile defense system versus Cheney’s 
dismissal of looking for alternative 
energy sources, noted, “ We de¬ 
serve more than to be canaries in 
the mine for the benefit of the oil 
business. We used to have a pro¬ 
tective shield over the Earth, and it 
wasn’t Star Wars — it was called 
the ozone layer. Bush’s theme 
ought to be don’t start thinking 
about tomorrow.” ▼

David Del Tredici 

Secret Music - A Songbook (CRI) 

I t’s no secret that David Del 
Tredici (b. 1937, Cloverdale, 
CA) has always been, by his 
own admission, “out on a limb” 
musically. This songbook, a col¬ 
lection of three sets of songs writ¬ 
ten between 1996 and 1999, shows 
that he has certainly not become 
more conservative as he has en¬ 
tered his 60s. If anything, since his 
recent public declaration of his 
homosexuality, and the incorpo¬ 
ration of gay themes into his 
compositions, the mature Del 
Tredici has become even more “in 
your face” than ever. 

The CD Secret Music's release 
coincided with last week’s San 
Francisco world premiere of Gay 
Life, the composer’s 45-minute 
song cycle for baritone and or¬ 
chestra. It also precedes the May 
17 New York premiere of Brother, 
eight song operatic scena com¬ 
posed for performance artist and 
poet John Kelly. Kelly sings four of 
the Brother songs on this CD. 

Some history is in order. Del 
Tredici became known early on as 
a concert pianist, performing 
major concertos with the San 
Francisco Symphony. After a peri¬ 
od of writing dissonant serial 
music in the ’60s, often to texts by 
James Joyce, he began his return 
to tonality at the same time that 
he became obsessed with Lewis 
Carroll’s story of Alice’s Adven¬ 
tures in Wonderland. The compos¬ 
er gained fame and notoriety for 
his numerous wild Alice pieces, 
written mostly for voice and large 
orchestra. These include Adven¬ 
tures Underground (1972), which 
brought cheers and screams from 
a recent SFS Mavericks Festival 
audience; Final Alice (1975), 
which the composer describes as 
“a huge burst of tonality”; In 
Memory of a Summer Day, which 
received the 1980 Pulitzer Prize 
for Music; and the still-unper¬ 
formed opera Dum Dee Tweedle 
(1992). 

Many years of separating his 
musical persona from his person¬ 
al life; experiences with 12-Step 
recovery from alcohol and sex ad¬ 
diction; losing a lover to AIDS; 
and courses with Oakland’s Body 
Electric School (founded by 
Joseph Kramer) integrating Eros, 
heart, and spirit, led to Del Tredi- 
ci’s total public embrace of his 
gayness. With his liberation came 
a virtual outburst of song. In the 
last five years, he has written over 
50 songs, 12 of which comprise 
this 75-minute disc. All are ac¬ 
companied, in grand fashion, by 
the composer. 

Pain relief 

Miz Inez Sez, a cycle of five 
songs for very high soprano and 
piano, sets the poetry of the Amer¬ 
ican Colette Inez. The composer 
explains that “as had James Joyce, 
so now does Colette Inez touch my 
damaged Catholic nerve, which is 
a spot full of hurt and, paradoxi¬ 
cally, humor — that effective, if 
temporary, antidote to pain.” 

There is nothing temporary 
about these songs. Sung by the ex¬ 
traordinary Hila Plitmann, to 
whom they are dedicated “with 
admiration and friendship,” they 
are a hilarious, wild, totally irrev¬ 
erent romp that deserves a perma¬ 
nent place in the classical song lit¬ 
erature. Plitmann is alternately 
sweet, touching, dramatic beyond 
belief, and astounding in her vir¬ 
tuosity. Everyone involved pulls 


out all the stops, including slams 
on the piano, the widest possible 
vocal range, coloratura leaps, and 
musico/linguistic excursions to the 
seeming edge of sanity. Though 
CRTs recording gives Del Tredici’s 
virtuosic pianism too much 
prominence, making resort to the 
liner notes essential for extracting 
every bit of humor and irony from 
these gems, the rewards are worth 
it. Without wishing to give any¬ 
thing away, I shall simply say that, 
from now on, I shall treat every 
sample of Armour baloney as a 
holy sacrament. 

The 3 Baritone Songs, drawn 
from the 1999 nine-song Inspira¬ 
tional Song cycle, are set to poems 
clearly relevant to Del Tredici’s 
life. Rumi’s “Quietness,” a poem 


by Alex Robertson Textor 


J anet Jackson’s albums are 
events, somehow beyond 
mere collections of songs. 
She takes her time to deliver them. 
Virtually devoid of filler, they al¬ 
ways do more than simply show¬ 
case the radio hits. 

Janet’s latest full-length album 
All for You was released on April 
24, after what has to have been 
one of the best promotional lead- 
ups in recent memory. The requi¬ 
site television appearances and 
magazine covers ( Vibe and TV 
Guide in particular) were key ele¬ 
ments of the hype, but what real¬ 
ly tipped the scales in Janet’s favor 
was MTV’s inaugural Icon broad¬ 
cast in March. The Icon event, re¬ 
plete with tributes from many of 
her colleagues, situated her in the 
loftiest league of living pop stars. 

The hubbub certainly did the 
trick. First week sales for All for 
You are projected in the 500,000- 
600,000 range. 

All for You is for the most part 
a return to light-hearted Janet,

and, one by one, the lines, the 
drips, the fields of color material¬ 
ize magically and come slowly to¬ 
gether into the inimitable style of 
the master. How did they do that? 
Then another drawing. Then an¬ 
other. A musical accompaniment 
to the draughtsman’s ballet be¬ 
gins. Then another. 

Just when — hard as it may be 
to believe — you become bored 
watching the invisible Picasso cre¬ 
ate works of art, the director gives 
away the secret, and a second 
camera films the principle cam¬ 
era, set up behind an easel, where 
old Picasso is painting away with 
inks that penetrate a translucent 
canvas. 

Once the “secret” of Picasso’s, 
or really Clouzot’s, technique is 
revealed, the dramatic tension dis¬ 
appears. (The cinematographer is 
Claude Renoir, grandson of 
painter Auguste, and nephew of 
filmmaker Jean.) At that point, 
you either care a great deal about 
the process of the creation of an 
artwork, or you do not. 

The soundtrack is downright 
distracting. As the substitute for 
dialogue, the music (by Georges 
Auric) is mostly overwrought, and 
filled with an urgency more ap¬ 
propriate for an American social 
drama like Rebel Without a Cause 


about love and transcendence; 
Michael Klein’s loud “Drinking 
Song,” in which alcohol and sex 
fail to submerge pain; and Jaime 
Manrique’s “Matthew Shepard,” 
which hypothesizes the young gay 
martyr’s final inward journey as 
he dies tied to a fence, are sung by 
baritone Chris Pedro Trakas. The 
composer’s language is quite per¬ 
sonal, neither as showy nor as im¬ 
mediately revealing as in the Inez 
cycle. Trakas has a fine voice, 
strong and solid in declamation, 
but possessed of a somewhat dis¬ 
tracting wobble when singing 
slow legato passages. While 
“Drinking Song” is an undeniable 
success, questions arise as to 
whether Del Tredici fully captures 
the transcendent spirituality of 


after the purportedly deeply per¬ 
sonal subject matter of Velvet Rope 
(1997). There’s considerably less 
of the attention to social injustice 
present in much of Janet’s past 
work, and a conscious embrace of 
matters of pleasure and sex. These 
are songs about love, emerging 
from relationships intact, wanting 
to fall in love, getting down, and 
rejecting negative influences. Even 
the songs about deceit and love 
lost turn on transcendence and 
determination more than anger. 

Joining Janet’s longtime pro¬ 
ducers Jimmy Jam and Terry 
Lewis on several tracks is hip-hop 
producer star Rockwilder. Ad¬ 
vance news was that Janet had 
worked on a number of songs 
with white-hot production team 
the Neptunes (behind Kelis and 
Mystikal, among others); mysteri¬ 
ously, they don’t show up here.

“All for You,” a track whose

nude. Only when some passionate 
flamenco plays as a bullfight scene 
is composed on the screen does 
the music not jar the viewer. 
There are also some nice jazz per¬ 
cussion bits that accompany the 
first linear, geometric composi¬ 
tions, which appear — bam! — in 
staccato rhythms and patterns, 
rather than in slow, fluid brush¬ 
strokes.

the other poems. 

John Kelly initially made his 
mark in Paved Paradise, a one- 
person show in which he “chan¬ 
neled” Joni Mitchell while singing 
18 of her songs. Here, he channels 
his own, very gay love poetry. 
Without benefit of visuals, we are 
left with a less-than-perfect voice 
which varies between baritone 
and sweet falsetto. The subject 
matter is ripe and quite appealing, 
the music interesting and highly 
accessible, but occasionally 
pedantic in its repetition. 

Though Del Tredici constantly 
receives major commissions from 
orchestras and ensembles — he’s 
currently writing a String Quartet 
with voice for the Elements String 
Quartet which sets the poem 


getically joyous song on radio at 
present, the next single “Someone 
to Call My Lover,” and “Trust a 
Try,” which merges r8cb operatics 
with a harder rock structure. But 
it’s difficult to sort through an 
album like this one for standouts. 
Most of its tracks are inventive 
and unpredictable, yet completely 
accessible. To give one example, 
the strained, distorted electronic 
beats of “When We Oooo” trans¬ 
form an unremarkable song into 
an extremely unusual ballad. 

Another great example can be 
found in the collaboration be¬ 
tween Janet and Carly Simon, 
“Son of a Gun.” “Son” reprises 
Simon’s hit “You’re so Vain,” re¬ 
configuring the original song 
completely into a funky conversa¬ 
tion between the two women. The 
song is unusual in that it yields a 
structure and a sound unlike any¬ 
thing else on radio. “Son of a Gun” 
could be one of the biggest hits of 
the year, though it also might be 
too unusual for radio to swallow.

which she laments how quickly 
men come to orgasm.

One gets the feeling that Janet 
has little to prove, and that’s what 
makes the overall impression so 
sweet. Though she receives con¬ 
siderably less critical acclaim than 
other female vocalists with her 
lasting power and writing history, 
with All for You it’s as if Janet can 
emerge from that reality by sim¬ 
ply being exuberant. All for You is 
effortless Janet. T 


and back again as the artist works 
out his visual choices on canvas. 
In the final scenes, the artist 
moves on to a large oil painting of 
a beach scene. Each brushstroke is 
recorded, and the whole presented 
as a montage, again without the 
artist present. The painting 
morphs and changes until Picasso 
declares it ruined... then he fixes it. 

Although the 75-year-old Pi¬ 
casso was well past his prime and 
had entered a period generally 
dismissed as a coda by art histori¬ 
ans, it is still a thrill to see him in 
action and to hear him speaking 
to the director in French with a 
heavy Spanish accent. But when 
he speaks, Picasso the actor is sur¬ 
prisingly wooden and unconvinc¬ 
ing as Picasso the artist. 

The Mystery of Picasso is a film 
that creates its own genre. Go see 
it; it was hidden away for years, 
and it provides rare documenta¬ 
tion of the actual person who was 
the greatest artist of the 20th cen¬ 
tury. You are reminded of that fact 
as you watch a beautiful drawing 
of a nude model, an old artist, and 
an easel take shape, and you think, 
“Don’t obliterate that sensuous 
line with a wash of ink!” But then 
Picasso does it, and it’s perfect. 
That’s because he’s Picasso, and 
you’re not. T
